Jay Springsteen gave Harley-Davidson its 
first win at Daytona International Speedway 
in 13 years when he took the checkered flag 
for the GP class victory in the Battle of the 


in horsepower as Springsteen stead- 
ily pulled away from Adamo at about 
one to two seconds a lap and had 
established a margin of 26 seconds at 
the finish. 

Ducati riders also took third 
through fifth places with Englishman 
Tony Rutter leading Malcolme Tun- 
stall home by a comfortable margin.

The win in the Amateur Modifed 
class went to Ducati rider Tony Guest 
while Gene Church, aboard a Harley- 
Davidson, took the victory in the 
Stock class. 

The fans had a preview of what 
was to come when Springsteen and 
Adamo squared off in their qualify- 
ing heat race on Thursday. Spring- 
steen watched Adamo for about a lap 
and then took over, opening up a safe 
lead quickly and staying in front 
until the finish. Adamo, speaking of 
times during the race that Spring- 
steen had gotten out of shape in 
corners, told the three-time national 
champion after the event that he had 
only saved himself from crashing 
because of his dirt rack experience. 

On the start of the final, Tunstall 
jetted ahead with Adamo, Spring- 
steen, Rutter and the rest of the four- 
wave field. Adamo quickly took over, 
leading Springsteen acrossthe finish 
line at the end of the first of 13 laps in 
the 50-mile sprint. Springsteen 
grabbed the lead away on the bank- 
ing on lap two and was off and run- 
ning. Adamo stayed close for another 
two laps and then slowly began los- 
ing ground to Springsteen’s faster mount. 
The pattern was set for the top two. 

Tunstall, in third, was being pur- 
sued by Rutter. By about the halfway 
point, the two had swapped posi- 
tions and Rutter was in front to stay.

Habermehl. “I had a few tire prob- 
lems and was sliding around a bit,” 
Springsteen said. “Other than that, 
the only problem was the slower traf- 
fic. I nearly hit a couple of guys 
because I came up on them so fast.” 

“Im glad to see Jay win,” said 
Reno Leoni of Jimmy Adamo’s team, 
“although naturally I would have 
rather seen Jimmy in front. Harley's 
involvement will add a lot tothe ser- 
ies. We’re number one so everyone is 
after us. We’ll just have to try a little 
harder.” 0

“Hurricane” strikes at Daytona

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 12 


Bob “Hurricane” Hannah turned in a flaw- 
less performance to win the Wrangler/Honda 
Supercross held at Daytona International 
Speedway, his third victory in the five events 


held so far this season. Han- 
nah, riding a works Honda, 
pulled the holeshot in the 12- 
lap final and never looked back 
as he led from start to finish in front 
of the cheering crowd. 

Team Honda’s Johnny O’Mara and 
David Bailey placed 2-3, giving Honda 
a clean sweep for the day. Atlanta 
winner Mark Barnett finished in 
fourth on his Suzuki. 

Hannah padded his series points 
lead, garnering an additional 31 
points, giving him a total of 154 to 
second-place David Bailey's 136, Mark 
Barnett remains in third with 124. 


“Professor” Gary Bailey once again 
handled the design and construction 
of the race course, which incorporated 
a full 180-degree corner at the end of 
the 150-foot starting area. Due to the 
extra length of the outdoor Daytona 
track, all preliminary races were six 
laps in length instead of the usual 
eight. 

Heats 

Points leader Hannah started the 
afternoon off by grabbing the lead 
going into the first corner, with team- 
mate Johnny O’Mara in tow. Yama- 
ha’s Mike Bell held on to the number 
three spot.. Hannah continued to 





increase his lead over O’Mara on each 
succeeding lap. 

On the fifth lap, Bell fell back and 
Tom Benolkin (Hon) and Billy Liles 
(Kaw) moved in. Hannah won with 
O’Mara second, then Benolkin and 
Liles. 

Jeff Hicks put his Honda into the 
lead in the second heat race, with 
Clint Hardick (Suz) and Phil Larson 
(Hon) only a few bikelengths behind. 
Team Honda’s David Bailey was 
knocked over in a first corner mishap, 
and quickly joined the chase, run- 
ning 21st when he got underway. 

By the third lap, Bailey had worked 
his way up to third, in back of Hicks 
and Hardick. Diving into a corner, 
Bailey carved an outside line around 
Hardick, dragging some banners in 
the process. Bailey then passed Hicks 
on the next jump to secure the lead. 
They finished the heat in that order. 

Team Yamaha’s Broc Glover con- 
trolled the third heat from start to 
finish, with Suzuki’s Mark Barnett 
holding on to second. Further back, 
Steve Martin (Hon) held third for the 





first two laps, before Ricky Johnson 
powered by. 

Ron Lechien (Yam) was using some 
impressive riding back in the pack, 
and had worked his way up to dis- 
place Martin in fourth position. Final 
order was Glover, Barnett, Johnson, 
Lechien and Martin. 

Kenny Keylon (Hon) took control 
in the last heat race, with Kawasaki's 
Jeff Ward moving into second after 
the first corner. Goat Breker (Hon) 
held onto third position. 

Ward got by Keylon in a tight 
corner, with Breker moving up fast. 
Breker continued his push for the 
win, passing Keylon and finishing 
the heat less than a bikelength behind 
Ward. 

Quarter-finals 

As the first of two quarter-finals 
got underway, Tom Carson (Hon) 
shot into the lead, with Kris Bigelow 
(Hon) in close pursuit. After a colli- 
sion with several trackside tires, 
Bigelow picked up the pace on the 
last lap, squaring off on the inside 
corner and getting by Carson. Jeff

Surwall (Yam) moved into third after 
displacing John Reinholt (Hon). 


Carson made several more tries to 
wrest the lead from Bigelow, but still 
finished runner-up with Surwall third 
and Canadian Terry Hofoss (Yam) in 
fourth. 

Another Canadian, Serge Gregoire 
(Yam) took control of the second 
quarter-final. Dan Wallace (Hon) 
grabbed the lead for a short time on 
the third lap, only to have Gregoire 
return the favor by out-distancing 
Wallace ona jump. Gregoire held the 
lead to the finish, where Wallach fell 
several feet short of catching him at 
the scoring chute. Dean Cates fin- 
ished in third, with Andy Stacy (Hus) 
in fourth. 

Semi-finals 

Just as he had done in his heat race, 
Hannah put his Honda out front 
again in the first semi-final event. 
Phil Larson, also on a Honda, held 
second momentarily until Bailey made 
his move for the position. Johnny 
O'Mara suffered from a mid-pack 
start and was rapidly moving up. 
Honda-mounted Phil Larson was 
holding onto third place. 

O’Mara decided it was time to 
make a move, so he took over control 
of second from Bailey. The final fin- 
ishing order was Hannah, O’Mara, 








Bailey and Larson. The Honda show 
was beginning to form. 

Goat Breker grabbed the first 
position in the second semi-final in 
short order. Yamaha teammates Broc 
Glover and Ricky Johnson filled out 
the second and third spots. Johnson 
attempted to pass Glover on the third 
lap, but his efforts were unfruitful. 

On the final lap, Johnson once 
again made an effort to pass Glover, 
and when Glover dropped it momen- 
tarily, he was successful. At the end of 
the semi it was Breker, Johnson, 
Glover and Alan King (Suz). 
Consolation 


The consolation race moved the 
top four finishers into the final event. 
Tom Benolkin (Hon) holeshot the 
start, but his lead was short-lived. 
Steve Martin (Hon) gained control 
before the next corner, with Mike 
Tripes (Hon) in the third position. 

Clint Hardick displaced Tripes on 
the third lap, while Benolkin was 
holding his distance from front- 
running Martin. The final tally in 
the last preliminary event showed 
Martin in first, followed by Benol- 
kin, Hardick, then Tripes. 


Final 


Before the start of the final event, a 
parade lap was held to give the fans 
in attendance a chance to see their 





favorites in slow motion. Seeming as 
if he knew something, Hannah was 
the first to roll on to the track. From 
the sound of the crowd, Hannah had 
a very healthy following in the stands. 

Following a pattern he had set ear- 
lier in the day, Hannah forged his 
way to the first corner in the number 
one position, aboard his Honda RT3 
250cc works bike. As the sand on turn 
one settled, the Honda connection 
had already been formed — Hannah 
was followed by fellow Team Honda 
members O’Mara and Bailey. Barnett 
had grabbed fourth position, with 
Goat Breker in fifth. 

Hannah continued to slowly build 
up his lead over O’Mara, but nearly 
lost it with a stalled motor on the 


_third lap. The top five positions 


remained the same through the end 
of the third lap. 

On lap four of the 12-lap affair, 
Glover moved ahead of Breker to 
secure the fifth spot. Team Honda 
continued to hold its deadlock on the 
first three positions. 

Hannah continued his charge, 
which delighted the fans. The top 
five positions remained the same until 
the conclusion of the event, with 
Hannah stretching his lead even more. 
Ricky Johnson, Goat Breker, Billy 
Liles, Ron Lechien and Jeff Ward 
rounded out the top 10, 











“Tt makes it easier to win when you 
get the holeshot,” said Hannah. With 
those words also came the champagne, 
flowing from three different direc- 
tions into the assembled press and 
spectators. 

“This was a good day for Honda,” 
said O'Mara. “On the last lap I was 
trying very hard to catch Bob, but he 
is so good in the technical stuff I 
couldn’t make up any ground on 
him.” 

In between autographing shirts and 
banners, David Bailey had time for a 
few comments, as well. “I got taken 
out by a slower rider at the start of my 
heat race, so I wasa little down about 
that. I’m glad to see Honda do so well 
even if I didn’t win.” e

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1983 Maico 490 Spider 


The “No Excuses” machine 


By Dan McCauley 


If you’re the kind of racer that sits around after 
the last grueling moto jacking your jaw about 
how “TI would have won if my bike’s suspension 
worked better” or the old “I needed more 


power” line — the new Maico 
490 Spider isn’t for you, as it 
leaves no room for excuses. 
We were fortunate enough to 
get our hands on an Open-class Spider 
for a testing session. The “Maico Meis- 
ter,” Barry Higgins, spent several hours 
briefing us on every detail of the motor- 
cycle. Then the Cycle News testing 
team, along with Maico support rider 
John Fero, headed out to our test track 
to get an impression of what an Open 





class MXer is all about. 

The brilliant overall red color scheme 
and flashy red works-type safety seat 
make the Spider a true eye-catcher. 
Gold anodized rims and parts enhan- 
cethe beauty of the German-made 
berm buster. 

Maico states in one of its brochures 
that 1983 marks the “biggest changes 
and improvements ever in any model 
year for Maico.” The fact is, it does 
appear the engineers at Maico have 
totally redesigned the Spider from the 








ground up. 
One of the biggest changes for ’83 is 
the new Spider type 361 chassis which 
both the 490 and 250 use. The new 
production frame is claimed to be 
identical to that on the Maico works 
bikes. The single down-tube frame 
splits into a full cradle which supports 
the compact 490 (actually 488cc) power- 
plant. By making it a single down- 
tube frame, the expansion chamber 
tucks in close, out of the rider’s way. 
The overall weight of the frame has 
been reduced by using larger diameter, 
thinner-walled chromemoly tubing. 
Some of the unnecessary frame gussets 
which were used on previous models 
have been totally done away with. 
Numerous changes have been made 
to the powerplant. Major changes 
include primary gear drive (which 
replaces the chain system), new, more 
compact engine cases, a redesigned 











clutch and a lighter crank. 1983 also. 
marks the first year in which the 490 
engine makes use of a reed valve. The 
reed helps supply more bottom-end. 
grunt, and allows the bike to be lugged 
around without loading up or easily, 
stalling. For the record, the fiber reeds 
are the same as the Honda CR250 uses, 

The Maico 490 is best recognized for 
its tremendous horsepower—Maico 
claims 56 horses, and when the throttle 
is twisted there is no reason to doubt 
Maico’s word. 

Pull the trigger on the 490 and 
you're going somewhere instantly and, 
at times, faster than you would like to 
be. If you are brave (or foolish) enough 
to graba big handfull of throttle, in the 
split second it takes to blink, you're 
somewhere else and probably about to 
overshoot the next berm. The 490 
Spider doesn’t understand the mean- 
ing of the word gradual—it simply. 
won't wait. 

The Spider comes equipped with an 
internal-rotor Motoplat. Higgins recom- 
mends the novice MXer, and especially 
any off-road rider, consider switching 
to an external rotor with a heavier fly- 
wheel to tame the engine down a little 









and make it a bit more tractable. The 
switch will also allow enduro lighting 
to be hooked up if desired. 

Another reason for the blinding 
acceleration can be attributed to a new, 
lighter crank which allows the engine 
to rev quicker. The rod has been 
improved by making the big end 20 
percent larger for additional strength. 

Something which hasn’t been 
changed from last year is the forged 
Mahle piston. A single Dykes ring is 
utilized. 

The 490 has some of the biggest 
ports you'll ever see. It shouldn’t be 
necessary for even pro MXer’s to alter 
the porting. Higgins said, “Anyone 
who wants one of these things ported 
is a fool.” 

A wide-ratio 4-speed gearbox, which 
employs straight-cut gears, supplies 
more top speed than most MX tracks 
would require. Even with stock 15/56 
gearing, the 490 would be ideal for 
hare scrambles or ISDE Qualifier-type 
use where high speeds are quite com- 
mon and very necessary. Desert racers 
will want to go with the 490 Sand 
Spider and its five-speed gearbox. 

The Maico engine doesn’t require 





any special tools or pullers to split the 
cases, making it easy to work on. A 
center case gasket is required. 

Primary kick starting allows the 
Spider to be started while in gear. The 
big bore could be brought to life quite 
easily. Never more than four kicks 
were required, even when cold. Once 
warmed up, a single kick usually 
brought the engine back to life. The 
compression release helps a lot. 

A massive 40mm Bing carburetor, 
which has both a choke and a tickler, 
comes on the 490. Out of the crate, the 
jetting was very close. We replaced the 
200 main jet with a smaller 195 and cut 
one mm off the back of the slide. These 
minor changes helped the Spider run 
crisper. The big “M” gets incredible 
gas mileage. We found there would be 
no problem completing a long 45 
minute moto on a tankfull. 

The Bing float bow] can be taken off 
without the use of tools, where on a 
Mikuni, four Phillips head screws must 
first be removed. If you suspect there 
may be trash or water in the bowl, it 
can be easily checked or drained. 

The ’83 airbox has the same dimen- 
sions as last year, except it is now a 


single molded-plastic unit. After the 
seat is removed, the large Twin-Air 
filter is accessibie. 

The airbox could stand to have a 
larger opening at the top for easier 
filter servicing. A drain hole is located 
at the bottom of the airbox. The hole 
should be protected with a valve so 
water can get out, yet preventing mud 
and water from entering up through 
the drain. 

The hot set-up would be to drill a 
series of about 10 half-inch holes 
around the top of the airbox. This 
would allow better air flow. 

As with last year’s model, the German 
factory has gone with a beefy 42mm 
fork, mounted in a set of forged 
aluminum triple clamps for 12.2 
inches of travel. Updated for ’83 are 
the damper rods, fork springs and 
rebound springs. Last year’s damp- 
ing rods had two compression holes 
and a single rebound hole. The rods 
have been improved with a third 
compression hole above the two pre- 
vious holes, and the rebound hole has 
been lowered. 

Anew, longer, progressively wound 
fork spring anda single rebound spring 
are now utilized. 

Each of these minor refinements 
help achieve more response. The fork 
tubes and sliders are unchanged. 

An unnamed 10 weight oil comes 
stock in the fork. We tried some Bel- 
Ray SE245 suspension fluid, which is 
about 7.5 weight, filling 16 cm from 
the top of the tubes, with the fork bot- 
tomed out and springs removed. 

Higgins pumps eight to 10 psi of air 
intoeach leg. We agreed with Fero that 
four psi suited us best. This is strictly 
rider preference. 

As it turned out, the fork action was 
really good for the first eight or so 
inches of travel, but then got progres- 
sively stiffer to the point where the last 
four inches of travel were hardly ever 
used. Dropping the oil level slightly 
should help the overall feel. 

Fero noted, “This is the first bike I 
have ridden that I didn’t have to mess 
with the fork for three weeks to get it 
working right.” 

Dual Control is Maico’s version of a 
single shock rear suspension. An Ohlins 
shock, in conjunction with a forged 
aluminum linkage, supplies over a 
foot of travel to the rear end. Consider- 
ed by many to be the ultimate, the 
Ohlins. shock features a machined 
aluminum reservoir, a high-quality 
Swedish steel spring and an aircraft- 
quality heim join. Importantly, the 
shock is completely rebuildable. 

Rebound: damping is externally 
adjustable. Turning the large adjust- 
ment knob (located at the bottom of 
the shock shaft) all the way in, and 
then back out five clicks provided us 
with the desired amount of rebound. 
Compression damping isn’t exter- 
nally adjustable. 

Higgins recommends that most 


advanced level MXers may want to 
tighten up the shock spring a complete 
turn or two, after it is broken in. Off- 
road riders may want to take Fero’s 
advice and soften the spring pre-load 
two turns. Taking both of their 
thoughts into account, the Cycle News 
testers agreed the shock provides the 
best results over a variety of conditions 
the way it comes from the factory. 
Maico engineers have designed the 
shock linkage so it places less of a load 
on the shock. As with almost all link- 
age-type rear suspensions, Zerk fit- 
tings are located on the Dual Control 
linkage for lubing between teardowns. 
The new chromemoly swingarm is 
noticeably slimmer and weighs less 
than last year’s bulkier model. In addi- 
tion, this year’s swingarm is claimed to 
have gained strength by the use of 
bridge sectioning gussets which also 
provide a great deal of lateral strength, 
which the previous arm lacked. The 
swingarm is mounted with needle bear- 








ings sealed with O-rings. 

Like the Swedes and the Austrians, 
the Germans have also chosen to use 
Nordisk rims. The bright gold ano- 
dized rims come pre-drilled for rim 
pins, but rim locks are stock. 

Both the front and rear, spokes have 
been changed to a heavier gauge 
“swedge”’ spoke for ’83. Maico riders 
chould no longer need to switch to 
aftermarket spoke kits in their quest 
for additional strength. 

Basically, the same aluminum front 
hub that dates back to the ’81 model is 
put to use. The only magnesium piece 
on the entire Spider is the front back- 
ing plate. The front brake does a pretty 
good job of slowing the brute down. 
However, the testers felt a double lead- 
ing shoe would provide better stop- 
ping power. A disc brake in ’84 would 
be the ultimate. 

The non-floating rear brake has a 
new return spring located on the brake 
arm. The tin rear backing plate looks 
pretty skimpy, but it does its job. The 
brake shoes now have improved metal- 
lic linings for longer life, while provid- 
ing better stopping. A wingnut adjusts 
the brake rod. Some Maico riders switch 
toa Terrycable and discard the rod as 
it is vulnerable and apt to be bent. 

Unfortunately, the brake pedal has 
not been changed and is still slick and 
flat on top. The rider’s foot is apt to 
slip off the pedal under braking in less 
than bone-dry conditions or when the 
action gets heavy. There is no folding 
tip on the brake pedal, but the shifter 
has one. 

Metzeler tires provide the bite to the 
ground and are a wise choice by Maico. 
A 3.00 x 21 keeps the front end point- 
ing in the right direction while an 
earth-churning 4.50x18 is used on the 
rear. 

The 520 x 118 Regina chain requires 
careful adjustment. There are noalign- 
ment marks stamped on the swingarm 
so it’s important that both sides are 
adjusted in equal amounts to insure 
proper wheel alignment. New for '83 is 
a one-piece molded-plastic chain 
guide. The plastic guide is very dur- 
able; and less prone to damage than 
previous units. A roller is also used to 
keep the chain running smoothly. 
This large roller, which looks like a 
skateboard wheel, will wear out. This 
is when Maico riders may want to 
consider an aftermarket roller. 

Magura controls adorn the rubbber- 
mounted handlebars. The full Jength 
dog-leg levers are virtually indestruct- 
ible. The only fault we could find is 
that the clutch lever sticks out so far 
from the front of the grip it is hard to 
get a comfortable number of fingers on 
it. Thanks to the rather long clutch 
actuating arm, the clutch pull doesn’t 
require a tremendous amount of 
strength. 

Anew 312 Duostraight-pull throttle 
has the versatility of being able to be set 
for either a long or short pull. We 
chose to set the throttle on the longer 
pull. The throttle doesn’t have a cable 
adjuster. One isn’t needed because the 
throttle cable adjusts at the carburetor. 

Other features which complete the 
Spider package include a lightweight 
aluminum silencer which is rebuilda- 
ble and looks great. 

Acerbis makes all the durable shiny 
red plastic body components. 

Improvements which could be added’ 
for '84 might include a removable rear 
sub-frame section to ease access to the 
shock. The addition of a mudguard, 
located between the airbox and the 
swingarm would help keep mud from 
caking on the shock and linkage. As 
mentioned earlier, a disc brake up 
front couldn’t hurt. 

What’s the bottom line? The Maico 
490 Spider is an Open-class MX win- 
ner. No doubt about it. However, to 
bea winner the rider must use the full 
potential of the bike. We found that 
could be easier said than done. e

Ogilvie wins 
Patrizier Pro 100

Bruce Ogilvie and his booming Honda 
XR500 were best today at motocross squared. 
Not 20 riders, 400. Not 10 miles, 100. Lap 


times of 15 minutes. Each lap was 10 miles 


long; each race, three hours. 
The scene was the 15th an- 

nual Viewfinders Grand Prix at 

Riverside International Race- 


way. Ten months of planning and 
negotiating and three weeks of prep- 
aration and setup culminated in one 


of the most successful and smoothly 
run Viewfinders ever. 

One of the biggest attractions dur- 
ing the weekend was the Patrizier Pro 
race, won by Team Honda's Ogilvie. 
Ogilvie started the race in 10th place 
and began climbing through the ranks

at a slow, even pace. 

In marked contrast was the pro- 
gress made by Jim Holley. Holley’s 
Yamaha started just ahead of Ogil- 
vie, but charged through the pack to 
grab the lead before the end of the 
second lap. 

He crashed on the fifth lap, and by 
the time he was up again, Richard 
Hansing (Yam) had taken the lead. 
Holly took off again, from sixth 
place, with Ogilvie just ahead. Charg- 
ing again, he passed Bruce and two 
others within a lap. 

On the eighth lap, first Craig 
Adams, then Ogilvie squeezed past a 
tiring Holley, and all three caught 
and passed the second place rider. 

When new leader Larry Roeseler 


(Hus) dropped out on that same lap, 
Adams had the lead. But Ogilvie, 
who had paced himself admirably, 
took first on the final lap and held off 
the exhausted pack all the way to the 
flag for the lion’s share of the purse. 
This was the first year Pros were 
included in the weekend's festivities, 
thanks to generous support from Fred 
Biletnikoff and his new ‘ * 
Patrizier Beer. Until recently, the 
former Oakland Raider football star 
had never ridden a motorcycle. 
Biletnikoff was looking for public- 
ity for Patrizier when his friend, 
Viewfinders President Lou Orrtali, 
suggested he sponsor the Pro race. 
After he saw his first race, Fred was 
hooked. The Patrizier Pro will now 











become a yearly event, with an even 
bigger purse anticipated next year. 

The Viewfinders Grand Prix grew 
out of a desert racing club of movie 
and TV stuntmen who raced on their 
off days to keep in shape and sharpen 
their skills. Ten years ago, the race 
was opened to the general racing 
public. 

The course itself was composed of 
nearly three miles of pavement, with 
the remainder divided fairly evenly 
between desert, motocross and flat 
track formats. While most of the races 
were 10 laps each, the ATVs were 
scheduled for only five 10-mile laps. 
Saturday morning’s race, which in- 
cluded Amateur and Expert 0-200ccs, 

jas well as the women’s classes, was 
[shortened to 90 miles in the interest 
of time. 
| . The Expert 0-200 class started with 
(American Honda’s Kevin Hopkins 
in front. It ended 90 miles and nearly 
three hours later the same way. What 
happened in between was simply a 
question of how far a lead can be 
stretched. 

The only real battle was for second 
and third places. Darin Cartwright 
(Hus) emerged unscathed with a firm 
grip on second for the last 25 miles. 
Karl Davis (Yam) fought his way up 
from 10th place to finish third. 

The Open Expert class started as a 
much closer contest. Racing was fast 
and furious for the first few laps, with 
less than 10 seconds separating the 
top four riders through the third lap. 
Mike Sixbery, last year’s winner, took 
the holeshot on his Husky and held 
first place for a lap and a half. Dan 
Smith (Hus) charged past second 
placed Dan Ashcraft (Hus) and caught 
Sixbery. Randy Norman (Hon), 
tucked in behind Smith and took 
over second place. 

In the third lap, Ashcraft briefly 
retook second, but held it less than a 
lap before Norman overtook him 
again. All this jockeying for position 
allowed Smith to extend his lead over 
the pack. i 

Once Norman was free of Ashcraft, 
he began concentrating on the leader. 
Slowly he began gaining on him, 
passing the slower bikes Smith had 
already lapped. He got to within 
seconds of the lead by the ninth lap 
before dropping off the pace, ex- 
hausted. Third place went to Danny 
Sanchez (Hus), who caught Ted Hun- 
nicutt (Yam) on the last lap. 

Expert 250cc rider Craig Adams 
(Hon) took the holeshot in his group, 
with Tim Sinclair in tow. Dennis 
Vetter caught Sinclair briefly on the 
third lap, but couldn’t hold him. 
Trying to retake him, he fell on the 
fourth lap and was passed by John 
Rudder (Hon) and Kurt Pfeiffer (Hon) 
before he got up again. 

Vetter squeezed by Pfeiffer for fourth 
on the fifth lap, but Rudder was hot, 
out of Vetter’s reach, passing Sinclair 
and gaining on Adam’s lead. By the 
eighth lap Rudder was tiring. Drop- 
ping off the pace, he was caught 
again by Sinclair, who held second 
until the end. Vetter took fourth, just 
behind Rudder. 

Karen Leitinger (Suz) led the 
Women’s Experts flag to flag, with 
Debbie Mathews working her way 
through the field for second place. 

The combination of Ralph Whit- 
ney and Ramsey Harris Jr. led all the 
way on their Wasp for a trophy in the 
Sidehack division. Second went to 
Rudy Softi and Trevor Harrison. @

Dan Ashcraft (Team Husky/Bel Ray/Hi- 
Point/Scott USA/Pro-Circuit/Husky Prod- 
ucts) is the 1983 King of the Desert. Five 
grueling 30-mile loops backed by a 50 mile an 


hour wind made up the course. 
They left in two waves. Team 
Husky in force: Ashcraft, Dan 
Miller, Larry Roeseler, Scot 


and Marty Smith (Cagiva) all fanned 
out in a mad dash for the smoke 
bomb. Harden was first to check one, 
Miller, Ashcraft and Roeseler were 
seconds apart in the swirling dust. 


Dan Smith’s brake cable adjuster 
was working its way loose. “I reached 
down to try and tighten it when Ash- 
craft passed me,” Dan said. “I hassled 
with it a little more in the next quar- 
ter mile, and, as I came onto the flat, I 
hit a berm and endoed when the cable 
tangled in the front wheel.” 

Ashcraft and Roeseler got past 
Harden around the dry lake. Ashcraft 
hit home check one minute ahead of 
Roeseler; Scot Harden was two min- 
utes later. They were pitted and gone 
when Marty Smith came in a minute 
ahead of Pfeiffer. : 

Into loop two, Harden’s bike seized 
for good. Roger Adsit connected with 
a joy-riding three-wheeler just out of 








the pit, bending his front fork like 


spider legs. Chuck Humphry met the 
same fate a mile later, sending him to 
the hospital. Paul Eddy stopped to 
help the injured Humphry, giving 
aid till rescue arrived. Eddy took off 
trying to make up time only to go 
down, racking up his knee. Past 
check one Ashcraft was smokin’ it. 

As the riders made a left to the dry 
lake, the wind blew right at them and 
they couldn’t see another rider unless 
he was right with them. Into home 
check Ashcraft still had one minute 
over Roeseler. Marty Smith hung 
onto third, Pfeiffer fourth and Craig 
Corda fifth four minutes later. 

The third loop saw Smith’s bike 
seize, moving Pfeiffer to third. Roe- 
seler gained a little time on Ashcraft 
on lap four. Ashcraft pitted and sailed 
out on the final loop. 

Roesler’s pit crew was having a fit 
as they screamed “You're 40 seconds 
off Ashcraft.” “That gave me new 
wind,” said Larry later. “I hadn’t 
even seen Ashcraft, and there was so 
much dust I figured I wasn’t going to 
catch him. Halfway through the last 
lap I sighted him and he saw me. We 
were pretty even on the flats, speed- 
wise; the mud hills was where I 
picked up my time.” 

Out of the desert they came to the 
delight of a screaming crowd. Ash- 
craft was flying; Roeseler was riding 
his rear fender. Neither rider gave an 
inch; over the big jump, both riders 
were 30 feet in the air at the same 
time. Into the last turn, Roeseler 
came in on the inside going for it 
with both bikes wide open. 

The finish flag dropped with Ash- 
craft’s front wheel a bare hair ahead 
of Roeseler’s. Ashcraft said, “I gave 
that last lap everything I had. When 
Roeseler was right on me in the 
turns, I figured no way was I going to 
hold him off.” It was a Husky day, 
and the team congratulated Ashcraft 
and fellow riders. Scott Pfeiffer pulled 
in third about four minutes later. He 
had a clean ride after Marty Smith 
went out; no one was near him except 
lapped riders. 

Ed Foland led the 125cc King class 
for a clear three laps before seizing, 
giving Jamie Tucker a clean shot. 
Bill Reams took the Vet King honors 
after dicing with Pete Kinney. “I fol- 
lowed Kinney,” said Reams, “and we 
both got lost. When Kinney went off 
a drop, I was close enough to see him 
so I slowed and picked my way down. 
After that I didn’t see him anymore.” 
The grand old man, Dave Miller, 
picked up the Senior King win. 

In non-King classes, Steve Basin 
notched the Open Experts, David 
Cox Open Amateur, Kirk Hester 125cc 
Expert, Roy Basin 125cc Novice, Jeff 

- Bennett 250cc Novice, Ed Mundy Vet 
Expert and Les Wolf Senior Expert. 

Ashcraft took home 10 $100 bills, a 
four-foot trophy and numerous con- 
tingency prizes for his efforts. Non- 
King entry fees were divided among 
non-King winners according to entries 
in class. Fudpucker Racing Team did 
a good job and plans are already in 
the making for next year’s King. è

Also up for 
consideration is the renaming of a 
natural preserve at Torrey Pines State 
Reserve as the Ellen Browning Scripps 
Natural Preserve. A proposed updat- 
ing of the State Park System regula- 
tions has been postponed until a later 
meeting. The Commission will con- 
vene at 8 a.m. in Room 358 of the San 
Diego County Administration Build- 
ing, 1600 Pacific Coast Highway. 
The hearing on the above items will 
start at 9 a.m. The proposal on the 
cultural preserve at Octillo Wells 
SVRA is to specify the precise boun- 
daries for the one-acre Barrel Springs 
Cultural Preserve provided in recent 
legislation. The preserve protects a 
Native American archaeological site. 
Copies of the proposal are available 
for review at the headquarters of 
Anza-Borrego Desert State Park, as 
well as at the regional and Sacra- 
mento headquarters office of the Cali- 
fornia Department of Parks and Rec- 
reation. Four cultural preserves 
totalling 2,560 acres are proposed for 
25,000 acre Cuyamaca Rancho State 
Park, to protect Native American 
sites, the remains of the Stonewall 
Mine, and other areas of similar sig- 
nificance. Copies of the proposals are 
available at the park headquarters off 
Highway 79 near Descanso, as well as 
the Department’s regional and Sacra- 
mento headquarters offices. 


While no one is confirming it at 
this point, it appears as though 
both Kenny Roberts and Eddie 
Lawson will bolster the American 
road racing squad's hopes in the 
upcoming Trans-Atlantic Match 
Races in England. Team Honda’s 
Mike Baldwin and Team Kawa- 
saki’s Wes Cooley are also expected 
to compete.

Ray Cosgrove, a 6-foot, 22-year-old pipefitter from the very small Mississippi 
River border town of Camanchee, Iowa, has collected two gold, one silver and 
one bronze medal in four years of International Six Days Enduro competition. 
Along the way he became known as a hard rider, a tough competitor and a nice 
guy. 
Merle Acord, a long-time contributor to Cycle News who covers racing in 
Iowa and the surrounding area, spent some time with Iowa’s only ISDE rider. 
The interview questions centered mainly around the 1982 ISDE in Czecho- 
slovakia and Cosgrove’s feelings about competing there and in other events. 
“Cosgrove,” says Acord, “is one of the nicest and most personable riders I’ve 





ever met. However, once he puts his race face on, he’s a tiger.” 


How do you feel about getting a 
bronze medal in Czechoslovakia when 
you picked up gold medals in the 
Italian and West German ISDEs? 

In the record book I went from gold 
to bronze, true. However, the quality 
of this ISDE was so much better and 
the terrain so much more difficult 
that the others don’t compare. You 
know, Dick Burleson called Italy a 
road run. Germany was good, but 
nothing like Czechoslovakia. 

Was there some doubt you would 
even go to Czechoslovakia? 

Yes, things were really up in the air 
when Suzuki folded their off-road/ 
ISDE effort after the 1981 season. 
Then I got a machine from Maico 
USA, plus support from Transworld 


(Trim clothing), Jones Goggles, and- 


— — — — — — — — — — 


Lubri-Tech Products, so things started 
to settle down some. 

I got used to “Big Red”’ by winning 
a couple of local hare scrambles and 
Maico also sent me to a maintenance 
school in Tennessee. When I started 
riding the Qualifiers I had problems. 
Nothing big, except for the one Quali- 
fier I missed because I was sick. 
Here’s a typical problem: I had a flat 
tire. I can do the four-minute tire 
change drill, which I did, but then I 
spent almost 20 minutes getting a CO, 
cartridge to work so I could inflate 
the tire. I finished so far down I didn’t 
get any points. Another time, a bracket 
broke and the expansion chamber 
fell off. It was getting late in the 
spring and I was running out of 
Qualifiers. So, I had to go to Oregon, 





a 


and ride and I needed a place in the 
top five if I was to make the team. 
Thankfully, nothing dumb happened 
and I made the team. 

Going to Oregon wasn't all that 
bad. After the Qualifier, my girl friend, 
Diana, and I did a little beach bum- 
ming and drove a couple of hundred 
miles along the Pacific Coast. That’s 
really nice country. 

Is it possible to beat the Czechs in 
their own country? 

We beat their riders, but couldn’t beat 
the politics. As long as the Czechs 
make winning a political issue I 
don’t know how they can be beaten at 
home. It’s too bad because they have 
some of the best terrain, riders and 
equipment in the world and the know- 
how to put on an excellent ISDE. 
John Morgan said it best, “This is the 
way an ISDE is supposed to be run.” 
They made a mockery of it by not dis- 
qualifying one of their riders who 
was caught cheating. 

Political garbage aside, the event 
was great. We were running two 80 
mile loops each day, with the first 
three days on the easier ‘B’ schedule. 
Then, on day four, we went to sched- 
ule ‘C’ because of the rain. I was still 
on gold, but on the second loop I 
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steep hill. I had a lot of company: 
There were riders stuck from 10 feet 
of the bottom all the way to the top: 
There was just one line up and it had 
a deep rut. I thought I had it made. 
You charge a hill and you feel the 
machine getting traction and when 
you’ re about two-thirds of the way up 
you turn it on and really blast over 
the top. Well, that’s the way this hill 
felt. Only it didn’t work out that way. 
The rut kept getting deeper and the 
hill steeper. I started spinning and 
before I completely stopped I jumped 
off and started to push. Then I fell 
down and slid around in the mud 
with the Maico facing downhill. -I 
knew I was in trouble when Kevin 
LaVoie, who was riding on minute 
28 — I was on 14, went around me. 
He ended up pushing also. By the 
time I got to the top, I’d dropped 20 
minutes and, with the tight schedules, 
I couldn't make it up. I lost my gold, 
but I did have the fastest time in the 
acceleration special test. The Maico 
was hooking up there real good. 

I've got to say something about 
Maico’s support crews. They are the 
best. For six days they had three peo- 
ple at each check: one cleaned the 
goggles and gave you something to 
eat, another gassed, and the third told , 
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you trail news, answered questions 
and took care of any problems. A guy 
by the name of Fritz was the manager. 
I understand at one time he was a top 
German enduro rider. 

You ride a lot of local events during 
the year, what’s the competition like? 
Let me tell you about District 17 local 
events.. There’s Ron Ribolzi, who 
posted the third best American score 
in Czecho, Jeff Fredette and John 
Fero, who both have ridden the ISDE, 
and we get occasional visits from 
John Martin and Fritz Kadlec, who 
aren’t slow either. We have at least 
four guys who are of National caliber, 
but for one reason or another — 
money, job, wife or kids — they 
never got beyond riding the locals. 
Then, there’s always some young guy 
who’s just catching fire. I don’t feel 
bad if I get beat. In fact, I’m glad 
there’s that kind of competition. It 
keeps y on the throttle and in 
shape. Can you imagine the people 
you'd have to beat ata local enduro in 
Ohio? 

Do you have a training program, or 
do you just ride yourself into shape? 
I don’t have a formal training pro- 
gram as such. I ride every event I can, 
plus I do some weight-lifting and 
running. My biggest problem is time, 
or rather the lack of it. The ISDE 
Qualifier Series starts in March and 
runs into June. I can’t pass up too 
many of the early ones just because 
they aren’t close because I might have 
bad luck or machine trouble late in 
the series and then I might fail to 
make the team. That means a lot of 
traveling, and Monday morning I 
have to go to work. I spend a couple 
of days cleaning and maintaining the 
bike and that means I’m getting down 
to where there’re just one or two days 
left in the week. There are some other 
things I have to do because man does 
not live by motorcycles alone. 
Seriously, what I’m saying is, I train 
more in the winter and summer and 
ride more in the spring and fall. 

The mayor of Camanchee, Paul 
Willis, who is also a pipefitter, has let 
me lay out aneight-mile loop on city 
land down by the river. It’s only a 
short ride from my house and that 
makes it handy if I only want to ride 
for an hour or so. If I had to load the 
bike and haul it someplace, I wouldn’t 
ride as much. 

My diet has become important to 
me. I’ve read a lot about supplements 
and vitamins and learned a lot more 
from talking to people like Terry 
Cunningham and Dick Burleson. You 
know Dick has never smoked a cig- 
arette or taken a drink in his life and I 
swear he knows more about nutrition 
than anyone I’ve ever talked to. If you 
want to know about getting in shape 
and staying there, talk to Burleson. 
Whatare your plans for the ’83 season? 
I'll be riding for Maico USA on their 
support program through Barry 
Higgins’ H&H Maico in Smyrna, 
Georgia. I'll be concentrating on the 
ISDE Qualifier Series and also run- 
ning National Championship Hare 
Scrambles rounds and some National 
Championship and Regional Cham- 
pionship Enduros. I want to be 
assured of my spot on the ISDE team 
early and that means getting some 
top finishes in the first events. There 
will be one three-day Qualifier in 
Oklahoma and that will be good 
because the one-day events just don’t 
give the new riders the experience 
they need to prepare them for a Six 
Day. 

Do you have any special memories of 
Czechoslovakia? 

Two stick out in my mind: One is the 
Czech riders on their big, heavy Jawas 
blipping the throttle and motoring 
up the nasty hills while the rest of the 
world has to push up. The other is 
my own pride in being a member of 
the American ISDE team. @

Not only have Jimmy and Reno taken first place seven out of the last nine times 
out they have scored championship points in every BOTT race they have ever run. 

myswho hails from Long Island, New York, started racing motocross in 
1971 at theage of 16. After five years bad knees convinced him to go road racing. 
In 1979 W@Was AAMRR 250cc champion and second in the 250/350cc class of 





WERA. That year he was also WERA Grand Prix Rider of the Year. 


First off, Jim, congratulations on 
your second consecutive BOTT title. 
Thanks a lot. Last year we were able 
to put together a successful effort 
with the help of a few good sponsors. 

I would definitely like to thank the 
people at Michelin. They had us set 
up with tires all year and for me they 
worked fine. Their tires worked so 
well for us that we didn’t have to test 
any other brands. Not only were their 
slicks good but their rain tires worked 
very well for us at the Suzuka 8 Hour 
which was run completely in the 
rain. 

There are a lot of people to thank. 
Castrol helped us out a lot, as did 
Wiseco Pistons. Fox, Castre, ND, 
Arai, Malossi Carbs and D.I.D Chains 
all gave us support. We would also 
like to thank Derale Oil Coolers who 
joined us in mid-season. 

My family has also been a great 
help to me as well as a lot of folks in 
Glen Cove. 

Really, though, Reno is the main 
one. He supports the Team with his 
own cash. He works on the bikes in 
his own garage after his regular job 
with Berliner. If he didn’t enjoy rac- 
ing Ducatis so much, we wouldn’t be 
out there. 

In 1981 you seemed to be getting 
more competition from other brands. 
Last year you had the title in the bag 
by mid-season and your closest com- 
petition also seemed to be Ducati 
mounted. Do you feel that there will 
be more competition from other 
brands this coming season? 

Yeah, I think so. Last year, we were 
getting a run for our money from the 
Bob Works Yamaha 920 and the San 


Yt Tose BMW. John Williams was also 





going fast towards the end of the séa- 
son. A Triumph 850 won the British 
Twins class so if we could see that 
bike over here we could see some 
good racing. As for Jay Springsteen 
and the new Harley-Davidson 
XR1000, we'll just have to wait and 
see. Team Obsolete’s Harley ran 
strong last year and I wouldn’t be 
surprised if Springsteen runs strong. 
We'll find out at Daytona. 

Do you foresee any challenge from 
the Japanese manufacturers and their 
new twins this year? 

Yes, as I mentioned, the Virago 920 
was coming along last season. I also 
think that Honda could havea good 
bike if they started working on it or if 
some individual decided to begin devel- 
oping one. 

Why do you think the Ducati was so 
dominant last year? 

People have been racing Ducatis for 
years, so it is pretty well known what 
you have to do to them to make them 
competitive. We already know that 
we need this tire at this track or what 
gearing will work best at another 
track. Whereas other people are just 
breaking into the class with new 
machines and are still in an experi- 
mental phase. When our compéti- 
tion begins to get each track wired, 
we will see some closer racing. 

Do you feel that there is a potential 
for Ducati to control the BOTT as 
Yamaha dominated F1 for so many 
years? 

Right now, that is basically what is 
happening. Of course, I like the fact 
that we are dominant but I would 
like to see some other marques come 
along as well. You see, that was the 
whole idea behind the Battle of the 








Twins format. It was introduced so 
that people who couldn’t afford to be 
competitive in Superbike or Formula 
1 would be able to compete on a 
National level. For the class to come 
into its own we need new riders on a 
variety of machines to build up 
interest. 

How did you get hooked up with 
Reno? 

He saw me race a few times in 1978. 
After Mike (Baldwin) left him in ’79 
to go with Kawasaki, Reno gave mea 
call during the winter. I went down 
to talk to him and we got along well 
so I came on to ride his Superbike. 
You rode the Pantah 600 at the ’82 
season’s last race at Daytona. How 
does it stack up against the 900? 
Well, the 600 is a bit faster through 
the turns although it doesn’t have the 
same top end on the straightaways. 
We tested it at West Palm and the lap 
times were faster than the 900 but at 
Daytona it was a bit slower, although 
it went through the infield faster. At 
certain racetracks it will definitely be 
faster than the 900. 

So do you plan on campaigning the 
600.all season? 

We don’t really know yet. We will 
have to wait and see what happens 
when we get to Daytona. We’ll test 
them both and see what happens. 
What we will probably do is test them 
both at each track and then decide 
which to run. 

With the new 750cc limit on four- 
cylinder bikes in Superbike this year 
we will be running that class also. We 
weren't competitive in that class 
against the 1000s last year, so this 
year we plan on seeing what the 
competition in that class will be like. 
How did you wind up with a factory 
ride at Imola (Italy) last year? 

We took our bike over to compete in 
what they call Superbike. The facto- 
ry’s rider injured himself in practice 
and I just happened to be in the right 
place at the right time and they asked 
me to ride the factory bike for the 
weekend. Their bike was very impres- 
sive and it allowed me to ride in the 
Imola 200 which is something I really 
wanted to do. 

Do you have any plans for competing 
in Europe next season? 

Well, I hope to do Imola again and 
maybe Paul Ricard (France) and what- 
ever other European races I could get 
into. I would like to do a few races in 
England, but we haven’t finalized 
any plans yet. 

There have been reports circulating 
about Ducati engines for Class C dirt 
track racing this year. Do you have 
any plans to compete in that class? 
Reno is building a few engines and 
we have talked about running a few 
dirt track races, but I don’t know. It 
has been a long time since I ran on 
dirt and when I did it was on light- 
weights. We will just have to see what 
happens. 

Have you finalized any sponsorship 
plans for the upcoming season? 
Sure-Fire will be strongly behind us. 
In fact, our team will be known as 
Team Leoni Sure-Fire this year. In 
addition to Sure-Fire, we'll have sup- 
port from Castrol, Wiseco, Malossi, 
Arai, ND and Derale. 

It gets very expensive. Reno buys 
the bikes and pays for all the parts 
himself. It can get pretty rough. Last 
year we had a good supply of spares 
but we went through them all. This 
year we will have to restock our 
spares and get some other details 
together so it will be expensive. 

Do you have any plans for competi- 
tion past Battle of the Twins? 

I would like to ride in Formula 1, but 
right now I don’t havea ride. My goal 
is really to race in Europe. Which 
class I would run I don’t know, but 
the racing is much’ hotter and the 
public seems to be more enthused

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Scott Goggle Tearoffs 

Scott goggles has a new tearoff 
system that does away with the 
old offset tearoff system. The 
offset tearoff system required the 
rider to remember whether he should 
grab the upper tab or the bottom tab 
to remove the outer tearoff. Often in 
the excitement of a race, the rider 
pulled the wrong one, both or slowed 
too much while puzzling the situa- 
tion, but that situation is history. 

The new Scott tearoff system uses a 
plastic insert and securing pin within 
the strap housing and the tearoff. 
This setup fits all the existing Scott 
goggles, and there is no need to pur- 
chase new lenses or new frames to get 
the job done. An added bonus is that 
the new tearoffs are designed to fit 
underneath the plastic frame for the 
entire distance along the top of the 
goggles. This prevents water from 
seeping in between the tearoffs and 
rendering them useless. 

We tried the new tearoff system and 
enjoyed finding the wider tearoff tab 
easily at speed. As soon as a tearoff is 
removed, a new tab flips out and is 
ready when needed. We found that 
five tearoffs was the most we felt 
comfortable looking through, and 
we also found it easier to install all 
five at once rather than one at a time. 
A hint for the frugal: If you don’t use 
all the tearoffs you mount in one day, 
unhook the tabs from the securing 
pin; the plastic tabs have a memory 
and won't spring out straight as read- 
ily if they have been pinned for some 
time. 

The Scott tearoff system is availa- 
ble at your local Scott goggles motor- 
cycle dealer for $8.95 for a package of 
20 with one plastic insert/securing 
pin per package.

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Smith Turbo Goggles 


Smith has only recently started 
selling their goggles in the motor- 
cycle market, but they have years 
of experience in the ski goggle 
industry. Smith has put their know- 
how to work and provided a solution, 
albeit a somewhat expensive solution, 
to the age old problem of goggle 
fogging. Smith Turbo goggles have a 
tiny electric fan built into the top of 
the frame that draws its power from a 
small battery pack on the strap. Both 
the motor and the power pack are 
unobtrusive. 

The toughest test for a goggle that 
claims to be fog free is a cold and 
damp night motocross and an out-of- 
shape human type form. We found 
this condition at Corona (CA) 
Raceway. Turbos have vents in th 
front that make use of the fan 
unnecessary, in the worst conidtions, 
as long as the cycle is moving at any 
speed at all. Unfortunately, sometimes 
you have to stop. At the start, for 
instance. The fan cleared up the fog 
quickly and worked as advertised. The 
only way to tell when the fan is on 
(when your bike is running) is to see 
whether you have fog or not (or 
remember which way the switch is on). 

An added plus is that the goggles fit 
easily over glasses and were more 
comfortable than any our tester had 
ever worn. We have seen pictures of 
these goggles inside a Bell Moto III, 
they do go in but it is difficult. The 
frames are large, which accounts for 
their extreme comfort, but the nose 
foam had to be trimmed even to get 
them under an open-faced halmet and 
let the wearer breathe. 

For wearers of glasses, the Turbos 
would probably be worth the money 
without the fan. For those who ride a 
lot of night motocross or frosty desert 
or enduros, they could be just the 
ticket. Make sure they fit inside your 
helmet and that your dealer is willing 
to stock the correct lens since the retail 
price of $64.95 is substantial.

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LAST YEAR?

Kenny Roberts has said this would be his last year of racing. He’s publicly 
announced that the ’83 GP road race season would be his final attempt to earna 
fourth World Championship title. In a television interview preceding the 
Houston Astrodome Camel Pro Series races last month, Roberts said, “This 


(Houston) is it. You'll be seeing me for the last time on dirt this weekend.” That. 


weekend, when asked if he was serious about retiring, Roberts said, “Maybe.” 
Like many great athletes before him, Roberts seems unable to walk away froma 
way of life that he has occupied the bulk of his time for nearly two decades. The 
on-again, off-again retirement has to come some day. Will it come at the end of 
this season? 


Will you retire from racing at the end 
of this season? 

It’s too early to say. I said that I 
wouldn't go back to Europe again to 
do a full season. I don’t know if I’m 
going to quit everything at the end of 
this season or go into semi-retirement. 
Right now it’s all open. Everything is 
open. As for people asking me whether 
they’ll see me race in America next 








year, as it stands now, they probably 
will. i 
My son Kenny, is nine now and he 
and my other two children are impor- 
tant to me and it’s getting harder and 
harder to pack and leave them behind. 
That, plus the season is just so long. 
Like now T'll be gone for four months 
and then I get a couple of weeks off 
and I’m gone again for a couple more 
months and so on. The children and 
the whole thing, the rat race, are all 
basically tied in together as far as my 
talking about retiring and to my 
wanting to get more time at home. 


You know, it seems like every year 
there’s more and more to do — never 
less. Every year it seems there are 
more and more people depending on 
you, so you have to do more. I can’t 
see it ever getting less. Like now, I 
have to train in what off-season there 
is and every year the season seems to 
start earlier. The World Champion- 
ship thing is getting so much bigger 
and the competition is so much greater 
that it makes it hard. You have to 
spend so much time testing and train- 
ing to get a racer’s edge—the racer’s 
edge I like to have and built my career 
on. Well, I just don’t feel I can keep 
that pace up anymore. 


Only a top level competitor really 
knows the amount of pressure one 
faces contesting the GP road races. If 
you do race in America next year, 
what level of pressure will be on you? 
There’s a lot less pressure in this 
country. Take Houston for example. 
The races there are probably two of 
the biggest little dirt tracks going. It’s 
hard to describe, but it used to be a 
really big pressure thing to me and 
it’s hard to put that pressure on me 
there anymore. I just can’t drum it 
up. It’s not something that you just 
say, like, ‘Hey, this is a big race and 
there’s going to be a lot of pressure.’ 
It’s not. 


Along the same lines, I think that 
American road races—if they choose 
torun them next year—would be real 
low-key pressure things for me. 


It’s one of those things where you 
just know you can do it. I feel that I 
could come back and make a good 
attempt at the National Champion- 
ship, if I so choose. But right now, at 
this point in my career, I’m back- 
pedaling on making any kind of 
decision as far as whether or not I'll 
do any dirt races or road races next 
year. 


There was talk going around this 
winter about Kel Carruthers talking 
with Honda. If he did, nothing came 
of it and he’s still with you and the 
Yamaha team. Care to comment? 

Well, Kel is probably one of the most 
valuable persons around as far as 
road race knowledge and preparing 
equipment goes. I think everyone 
would want Kel on their team and I 
think it’s quite natural that people 
would want to acquire his services for 
their team. If he hadn't signed with 
Yamaha he could have gone any- 
where he wanted. I’m sure that Honda 
and other people have called Kel. 


Do you think the naming of Gia- 
como Agostini as manager of the 
Marlboro Yamaha team had anything 
to do with Kel talking to Honda? 
No, Ago has nothing whatsoever to 
do with Kel. He also has nothing 
whatsoever to do with me as far as my 
capacity todo my job. Ago’s the admin- 
istrator tied in with Japan to help 
run their racing team — hotel book- 
ing, p.r., the press and things. I don’t 
think he’ll interfere with anything 
Kel or I want to do with the bikes. 
Personally, I get along great with the 
guy. 

The current issue of Which Bike?, a 
British magazine, is featuring a Barry 
Sheene interview in which he says 





you can’t develop a bike. In fact, 
Sheene says, “Kenny Roberts develop 
a bike? Kenny Roberts’d have diffi- 
culty developing a cold!” Care to 
comment? 

What Sheene is playing on this year 
is the year I spent last year trying to 
develop the Yamaha V-4 and what he 
has there is everybody’s memory going 
only as far as the V. He’s not remem- 
bering the old piston port that I was 
winning on and he couldn’teven ride 
and things like that. 

For example, to put it into perspec- 
tive, in building a motorcycle or test- 
ing a motorcycle, the factories would 
know more about who was capable of 
doing it and who isn’t. Sheene was 
never invited to do any of the testing. 
The V was built and I raced it for four 
or five months before he could get 
one. That was only because I had to 
prove the thing and make it better 
before they would let anybody have 
one. 

Sheene can’t get this because Sheene 
wasn’t afactory rider; he was always a 
support rider. What he’s saying is 
only from his point of view, from 
what he knows. 

He doesn’t know any of the techni- 
cal stuff that went into the building 
of the bike. I have to sit in on all the 
meetings when they’re building the 
bike and when they’re talking about 
it and what to do here and do there. 
It’s a lot easier standing on the out- 
side looking in. 

If you really want to look at the 
ability he has to set up a bike, Suzuki 
lost the World Championship three 
years in a row while he was riding 
them because when he got on them 
the first two years he said they were 
slower than the production bikes, and 
they didn’t handle good, but with his 
riding experience and what he knew 
about setting up a bike, he could 
make one work. Then everybody 
started beating him on one, he jumped 
off, they made the bike simply from 
Randy’s (Mamola) input — they made 
it twice as good — and it’s been the 
best bike on the race track ever since. 
Bar none. So I'd say if anybody has 
trouble setting up a bike, it’s him. 
How much money can a rider expect 
to make by being a World Champion 
in 500cc road racing? 

This year or next year — well, if you 
put me aside, if a guy gets a relatively 
good name, I'd say somewhere 
between mine and (Freddie) Spencer’s, 
he'd make a million. Yeah, a mill, no 
problem. 

How’s the clothing company, Fox 
Action Wear, that’ you and Brad 
Lackey started, doing? 

I’m not sure, but what I understand 
from Gary (Howard, Roberts’ man- 
ager) it’s doing pretty good. 
Goodyear, who you formerly were 
closely associated with, has an- 
nounced a new car tire that they say 
you and Goodyear engineer Tim 
Miller helped develop through your 
R&D with motorcycle racing tires in 
Europe. Are you aware of the tire? 
Yes. A lot of people have talked to me 
about it. I'm just glad they got some- 
thing out of the three years. e

What does country singer Barbara Mandrell 
have in common with Team Husqvarna’s ace 
enduro rider, Terry Cunningham? Cunning- 
ham, the newly crowned 1982 National Enduro 


Champion, says, “We think a 
lot alike. I watched her being 
interviewed on 20/20, and one 
question was, ‘What drives you 
the most, talent or determination?’ 
And she answered, ‘Well, it’s got to be 
determination, because there’s a lot of 
people out there with more talent." 

That doesn’t mean that T.C., as 
Terry’s family and friends call him, is 
selling himself short. He says, “My 
mom always said I had good self- 
confidence. Even when I first started 
racing, I never set goals, but I always 
thought that on a given day, I should 
be able to beat the rest of the guys. I just 
figure that anybody can be beaten, and 
like in an enduro, it’s never over until 
the final check, the final score card is 
posted, the final points are tallied. I 
may not always be the fastest man out 
there, but I know I've got the desire.” 

Terry is only the seventh man to win 
the coveted National Championship 
Enduro title in the 21 year history of 
the series. His predecessors, for those 
who've forgotten that there was a 
National Champion before the eight 
year reign of “King Richard” Burleson, 
include Bill Baird, who kicked off the 
series with seven straight wins, John 
Penton, Jack McLain, Jr., Ron Bohn, 
and two-time winner Bill Kain. 

In 1981 Terry finished just two 
points behind Burleson after each rid- 
er’s “throw-out” scores were deducted. 
Husky teammate Mike Melton finished 
third, another 22 points back, but you 
might .say «he. was the fly in Terry's 


ointment. On a winning roll, Terry 
scored overall victories at five of the 
last six series events. The exception 
was the Mt. Baker, Washington round, 
the tenth of twelve in the 1981 series. 
“Mike beat me by six seconds on the 
emergency check,” Terry says. “So, in 
a way you can say that one crash cost 
me the title. But then again, you could 
point toa bunch of other things, too.” 

Like, for example, the painful pilo- 
nidal cyst which formed on his tailbone, 
preventing him from running the first 
round of the ’8] series, in California, 
and slowing him down for the Stone 
Mountain round scheduled just one 
week later. Terry also suffered the 
worst injury of his riding career that 
season, at the Little Harpeth (Tennes- 
see) National in April. 

“I was 32 minutes late after a tough 
woods section,” he says. “The A and B 
riders took different routes, and I was 
the second rider through the A section 
after Burleson. I was hurrying to make 
up time, and I hit my shoulder on a 
tree and fell. The fall was nothing. My 
430 Automatic was lying there in the 
trail, still running. Just as I got to the 
bike, I stumbled on something and fell 
into that spinning rear wheel. I pulled 
my arm back, and then my leg hit the 
wheel, so I jerked it away, but then I 
fell forward and my arm went into the 
wheel again. 

“T didn’t even look at my arm—just 
got back on the bike and went about a 
hundred yards farther. That’s when I 
started feeling it, so I stopped and 
pulled the sleeve back. I couldn't believe

what I saw. It wasn’t even bleeding, 
but all the skin was burned off my 
forearm, and I could see the muscle 
flexing.” 

Even then, Terry never considered 
quitting. He rode the last forty miles of 
tortuously tight woods one-handed, in 
ever-increasing pain, before seeking 
medica] attention. 

T.C. says he’s never been a quitter. 
“I've always been in some type of 
competitive sports—football, basket- 
ball, wrestling, track—you name it. 
Once when I was playing football, I 
got my shoulder hurt in a tackle. It 
turned out later that I'd actually torn a 
muscle loose, but I went back into the 
next play and finished the game. I 
didn’t tell anybody about it, because 
basketball was about to start, and I was 
afraid they’d tell me I couldn’t play. 

“The season started, and it was a 
little rough playing, because I couldn't 
move my arm sideways—only front- 
wards and backwards. Finally the coach 
noticed I was having a lot of trouble 
making foul shots, and he asked me 
what was wrong. So I told him and 
then I went to the doctor. By that time, 
the muscle was already starting to heal 


” 


some. 

His love for motorcycles also began 
early. He says, “My Uncle Bud bought 
a bike to run around on while we were 
up in Canada. We were all great 
sportsmen—hunters and fishermen. 
Then the first bike my dad ever bought 
was a Honda Super 90. It had 18 inch 
wheels and all that. We got the bike in 
early 1969 and I had just turned nine in 
September when I rode my first moto- 
cross. I finished second in that race, 
riding in the Junior class. The guy that 
beat me was 16. We didn’t have all the 
classes they have now. You know, the 
Schoolboy Stock and Schoolboy Modi- 
fied and so on.” 





motocross every chance he got. Terry’s 
brother, Jerry, two years and one day 
his senior, was competing at the same 
time. “He used to be really good in 
motocross,” Terry says. “In fact, he 
was the top Ohio rider in 1971. My 
parents were behind us and supported 
us financially, as much as they could. 
And then in high school my brother 
kind of got away from the racing, and 
now he’s the chief park ranger up in 
Punderson State Park, near Cleveland. 
But you might say he got me started in 
it.” 

Terry says he ran three or four endu- 
ros in 1974. “I just couldn’t afford todo 
it that much. I had a couple of old 
bikes, and when I'd get them running 
well enough, I’dask my dad to take me 
toarace. Then in 1974 I gave up basket- 
ball to take a winter job so I could buy 
a new bike in the spring. My dad 
chipped in for it, too. It was a Honda 
MR175. 

“Iran motocross with it, hare scram- 
bles, anything and everything. There 
was a 24 or 27 race enduro series in the 
district in 1975. I rode my first race 
with the bike on, I think it was August 
15th. From then until November, I 
went from nobody to the top overall B 
rider. I had it clinched with just one 
race to go, and then the AMA sent me 
my A card. So because of that, instead 
of my getting this great big plaque, the 
guy that finished second in the district 
got it. And I'd won eight out of 12 
overall B’s, two second overall and a 
fourth and fifth overall. 

“That bike lasted until May of 1977. 
By the end of the year I was pumping 
parts into that thing like crazy. I ran a 
tire until it was bald—until there was 
no knob left in the center.” 

His first year as an A rider was 1976, 
and he finished fourth in the district. 
In 1977, his senior year of high school, 
Maico gave him a support ride. 

__ “I knew I was getting my Maico on 
Tuesday, but the weekend before that, 
I went to a 120 mile run. I was only 
about 15 miles out, right in the first 
woods section, when the shock on my 
old Honda stuck in the down position. 
I was so sore afterwards, I couldn't 


move for a week. 
“I finished that day, and won the 


race—the second or third I won that 
year—and I was sitting there by the 
trailer when a friend, John Thomas, 
came over and said, “Terry, you need 
someone to help you out.’ And I said, 
‘Well, John, that’s how it’s going to be. 
Maico’s going to help me out, starting 
next week.’ And it still has an effect on 
me to where, if my pants or jersey get 
torn, I'll have my wife sew them up. I 
guess I'll have to watch it a little more 
now, because sometimes the dealers get 
on my case, saying I should wear new 


stuff,” : : 
With a bike and parts furnished by 


Maico, Terry ran two Qualifiers and 
four Nationals in 1978. In 1979, he 
says, “It was about the same, but I 
think I rode four or five Qualifiers, and 
I went to Six Days for the first time. 
That was in West Germany, and I gota 


Gold.” 3 
He was accompanied on the trip by 


his wife, Peggy. They were married in 
January, and Peggy says, I'd never 


` really traveled anywhere before that. 


I'd been to West Virginia twice to visit 
relatives, and then a few months after 
we were married, here I was overseas.” 

Terry grew up in Athens, Ohio, 
Peggy in the nearby town of Nelson- 
ville. They met when Terry was help- 


ing his younger sisters, Diane and 


Debbie, set up their 4-H exhibits at the 
Athens County Fair. Terry and Peggy 
dated briefly, but found it difficult to 
spend much time together because of 
their respective school schedules. They 
drifted apart, and Peggy eventually 
married a long-time boyfriend. Things 
didn’t work out, and she soon moved 
back in with her parents. Her daughter, 
Carrie, is five-years-old, a blond-haired, 


, precocious kindergartner. 





Peggy doesn’t travel to many of the 
long-distance races with Terry, but she 
and Carrie attend all the local races, 
along with Terry’s parents and sisters. 
Terry says, “My dad still goes with me 
every chance he gets. This year he went 
to Jack Pine and Stone Mountain—I 
won the overall at both. He wanted go 
go to the Black Coal, but we'd already 
planned to go salmon fishing in Mich- 
igan, and he’d kind of saved his money 
for that.”’ The fishing trip is an annual 
outing for the men in the Cunningham 
family, and Terry says, “We. always 
have a great time.’ 

After Terry finished on Gold in his 
rookie assault on the ISDE’s, Maico 
agreed to improve his support pro- 
gram for 1980. It sounded good: two 
bikes,- parts, and expenses, but the 
weeks went by with Terry and Maico 
unable to reach an agreement on sign- 
ing the contract. He says, “It got 
within a couple of weeks of. Stone 
Mountain and I still didn’t have a bike. 
Greg Davis was the East Coast sales rep 
for Husky then—he rode the Six Days 
in Germany a few years back. He told 
me, ‘We can give you a bike, and that’s 
it? And I said, ‘Okay, I'll take it.’”” 

He went to Stone Mountain with 
Bob Popiel, then Husky’s East Coast 
service rep, now their national service 
rep. The weather was cold and nasty— 
“Just what I grew up riding,” Terry 
says—and he finished second behind 
Dick Burleson. In March, he rode the 
Tennessee Qualifier, and when he 
returned to Athens, he says, “I was out 
of a job. I was working at a garage 
then, doing tune-ups, front end align- 
ments—stuff like that.” 

Popiel had hinted that Husky might 
have an opening in their Columbus, 
Ohio, service.office, so Terry gave him 
a call. 

They set up.an appointment for an 
interview. It went well, and a few days 
later, Terry started commuting from 
Athens to Columbus five days a week. 
“One hundred forty-eight miles a day, 
an hour and ten minutes each way,” 
Terry says. “Unless you get picked up, 
and then it’s a little longer.” 

He kept up that schedule for the 
next eight months, in addition to run- 
ning the 1980 National Champion- 
ship Enduro and Qualifier Series. That 
year he finished fourth overall in the 
Nationals and scored his first overall 
win at the final series round, in Okla- 
homa. Mounted on a Husqvarna 250 
OR, he. garnered his second Gold 
ISDE medal in France, and in Novem- 
ber he relocated his family to Colum- 
bus. At the present time, he rents a 
two-story duplex unit, furnished 
throughout—basement and all—with 
Terry’s racing awards. He says he'll 
never buy a house in the city. “TI 
never be anything but a country boy. 
The house I buy has to have some land 
around it.” 

1981 brought that bittersweet second 
place finish in the Nationals, and yet 
another Gold ISDE medal, this time in 
Italy. “I was third American behind 
Stacy and Roeseler,” he says, “and this 
year I was second American behind 
Eddie Lojak.” In 1982 he finished on 
Silver for the’ first time, a disappoint- 
ment that was as unexpected as it was 
crushing when he heard the final 
results. 

Terry explains it this way: “They 
said I didn’t finish my five laps on the 
motocross track (the last special teston 
the sixth day) in under 20 minutes. I 
was sure I did, because I crossed the 
finish line on the back wheel of the MZ 
rider they said made it by eight seconds. 
The same thing happened to Mark 
Hyde. By the time 'they brought the 


books in that night, it was. around . 


10:30, and they said it was too late todo 
anything about it.’ 

His dual duties as racer and service 
rep for Husqvarna East keep Cun- 
ningham very busy. At their ware-

process warranty claims, ready bikes 
turned in by Husky support riders for 
resale through dealers, and provide the 
east coast dealers with technical assist- 
ance. Terry also conducts service schools 
for new Husky dealers. 

“Peggy and I were talking about 
that just the other night,” he says. “In 
one stretch there, between the Nation- 
als and running the Six Days, I was 
home eight days out of 36.” 

Peggy says, “Sometimes he even gets 
calls at home. It’s never over, but he 
enjoys the racing, and his job, so 
much. We just have to work with it.” 

One way of “working with it’ 
involves bowling together in a mixed 
league one night a week. “Husky gave 
me a bowling ball for finishing second 
last year,” he says. Grinning, he adds, 
“Dick got a pair of sailboat shoes, and 
Mike got a Playboy subscription.” He 
carries about a 168 average, saying, “I 
always seem to have one bad game that 
keeps it down.” 

He also took up golf recently, under 





his brother's tutelage. He says, “Jerry 
gave me a set of irons he had, and I 
bought those special shoes and some 
other clubs. I really enjoy it. I shoot in 
the 40's for nine holes.” 

While Cunningham claims he 
doesn’t like to set goals, he knows 
exactly where he’d like to be at the end 
of 1983. “If a guy walked up to me and 
wanted to know my goals, I’d tell him 
I'm going to run the National Enduro 
Series again and do my best—hopefully 
win—and then ride the Six Days, get a 
Gold, and be the top American this 
time. I’ve been moving up one each 
year.” 

That sounds simple enough for 
America’s top 1982 woods rider, but no 
one knows better than Terry Cun- 
ningham how racing fortunes can 
change overnight. And the competi- 
tion is formidable. There’s Mike Mel- 
ton, who finished third in 198] and 
second in 1982, plus, “all the same 
guys—Hyde, Penton, Martin, Kadlec 
and the rest. 





“When I was on the high school 


track team,” he says, “I had a coach 
who was forever trying to get me to say 
how high I'd go in the pole vault. One 
weekend he wouldn’t let me be in the 
track meet, because I refused to write 
something down. He said if I wasn't 
willing to commit to a goal, then I 
couldn't be serious about the team. 

“Even now it’s the same. After I won 
my sixth National, I hada reporter ask 
me if I had the title locked up. I told 
him that it looked pretty good, but I 
wouldn’t say I had the title until the 
last race was over, the last score was 
counted, and they handed me that 
award. Then he said, ‘All you need is 
eight more to beat Dick’s record.’ And I 
said, ‘Be serious. I haven’t even won 
my first one yet.’ 

“All I can say now is what I always 
said to my track coach. I told him that I 
just go out every time and do the very 
best I can.” 

And when it’s Terry Cunningham 
doing the talking, that’s saying a lot.e

Hi-Point Pro MX Boots 


The new Hi-Point Pro MX 
Boots are, without a doubt, the 
hottest boots going if you’re 
looking for maximum protec- 
tion along with comfort. 


The Pro model boots have the 
stainless steel shin plate which Hi- 
Point’s have been recognized by for 
over a decade. Other than that, they’re 
totally new. 


The standard Hi-Point boots pro- 
vide great protection. However, the 
Pro model boots have many features 
which increase the levels of both pro- 
tection and comfort. Plus, the new 
boots can be put on in a flash. New 
buckles are the trick. Each boot needs 
only four of the stainless steel cam- 
action buckles to secure a proper fit. 
The buckles appear to be rather fra- 
gile, but after three months of use in 
enduro and hare scramble competi- 
tion, the buckles are still doing their 
job. And, no, the buckles don’t pop 
open. 


The boots feature a unique sole 
that has a series of horizontal ridges 
along with rounded edges. A sloped 
heel prevents snagging your foot while 
sliding through corners. Smooth MX 
soles give an enduro or hare scram- 
bles rider a too-slick tractionless feel. 
The Pro sole has all the advantages of 
a cleated enduro sole, but doesn’t col- 
lect mud that can weigh them down. 
A raised design in the instep area pre- 
vents your feet from slipping off the 
footpegs even when muddy or wet. 


The portion of the boots which 
protect the inside of your legs now 
contains a pad. Plastic inserts, inside 
the leather boots, are located around 
the ankle, heel, arch, shifting area 
and the entire toe section of the boots. 
They provide additional ankle sup- 
port which allows one to stay up on 
the pegs longer without tiring. 


The boots are available in tradi- 
tional black as well as fashion- 
conscious red and blue. 


I haven’t mentioned any negative 
points, because I haven’t found any. 


You don’t have to be a pro to wear 
the new Hi-Point Pro MX Boots, just 
someone who wants the best protec- 
tion available. As with everything in 
life, you have to pay a bit more to get 
the “best.” The Pro model boots 
retail for $154.95. I think they’re well 
worth it.

M.O.R.E. from the Capitol 


A call to arms — 


Part Il 


By Russ Sanford 


The battle has begun! So far, the score is 
State of California 1, Motorcyclists 0. If you 
don’t know what we are talking about, dig 
out the March 9 copy of Cycle News, turn to 


Page 3, and read about how 
your elected representatives in 
Sacramento are “doing a job” 
on you. If you still can’t figure it 
out, we’re talking about the Legisla- 
ture ripping off $21.5 million from 
the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund and 
the California Air Resources Board 
requiring catalytic converters on 
motorcycles, 

Several weeks ago, the members of 
M.O.R.E. began a letter-writing and 
telephone campaign to their own 
assemblymen and state senators (also 
the governor) requesting that they 
support Senate Bill 156 (by Senator 
Alan Robbins) which would treat the 
funds “borrowed” from the Off- 
Highway Vehicle Fund as a loan 
with repayment to be made when the 
State gets out of its current fiscal 
bind. These elected representatives 
are also being requested to support 
Senate Bill 158 (also by Senator Rob- 
bins) that will cancel the. require- 
ment for catalytic converters on 
motorcycles, The letters and telephone 
calls are coming in and they are 
working, but, we need a whole lot 
more of them. 

Here is the current situation: On 
Monday, Feb. 28, Senate Bill 156 was 
heard by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee which is comprised of Sena- 
tors Boatwright, Campbell, Dills, 


Foran, Garamendi, Bill Greene, ` 


Maddy, Marks, Petris, Presley, Rob- 
bins, Seymour, Stiern, Beverly, and 
Alquist. Senators Alquist, Stiern, 
Robbins, Presley, and Maddy voted 
in favor of the bill. Senators Boat- 
wright, Foran, Garamendi, Petris, 
and Seymour voted against the bill. 
The other five senators were absent. 
It would only have taken a committee 
majority to have passed the bill. In 
other words, three more aye votes 
would have done it. Think about 
that! Possibly, one more letter or tele- 
phone call would have made the dif- 
ference between failure and passage 
of the bill — a bill that pays motorcy- 
clists back the $21.5 million dollars 
that have been stolen from us! 

However, there is hope. The bill 
was presented for reconsideration to 
the committee on Monday, March 7. 
Reconsideration was approved by an 
11-0 vote. What this means is that the 
committee will again vote on the bill, 
deciding whether or not to send it to 
the floor of the Senate for considera- 
tion by all 40 senators. 

Bob Hayes, committee consultant 


* to Senator Robbins, feels that because 


of the number of letters sent in and 
phone calls made by concerned mo- 
torcyclists, the Finance Committee 
will recommend the bill to the whole 
Senate where it has a good chance of 
passing. The bill will face a much 
tougher time when it goes to the 
Assembly, however. Assemblyman 
John Vasconeellus, chairman of the 
influential Ways and Means Com- 





mittee, has already stated his opposi- 
tion to the bill. 

Hayes said they are now working 
on amendments to the bill that will 
make it more appealing to the Legis- 
lature and OHV people. He stressed, 
though, the importance of writing 
letters and making -phone calls to 
your elected representatives. “The 
only way to win,” he said, “is to gen- 
erate enough public support that the 
committee dare not vote against the 
bill.” 

Ifyou are one of the few conscien- 
tious motorcyclists who have already 
joined in this letter-writing/telephone 
campaign, then the following mes- 
sage is not for you. But, if you are one 
of the many who have done nothing 
more than sit around and snivel about 
the rip-off and catalytic converters, I 
have a message for you: If somebody 
broke into your garage and ripped off 
your helmet and tools, not to mention 
your bike, you would probably take 
the next day off from work and spend 
it at police headquarters bitchin’ up a 
storm and filing complaints. Why is 
it then, when the Legislature steals 
$21.5 million of your OHV Fund, 
that you won't take five or 10 minutes 
to write a letter or make a telephone 
call to get it back? 

Don’t give me the excuse that you 
don’t know how to write a letter, or 
don’t know where to send it or that 
you don’t know whom to call. 
M.O.R.E. has just published its an- 
nual Legislative Guide that tells the 
reader exactly what to do, and we 
printed several thousand extra copies 
so that you can have one for free! All 
you need to do is send 71¢ (cost of 
envelope and postage) to M.O.R.E. 
of California, Inc., 9100 Billy Mit- 
chell Blvd., Roseville, CA 95678, and 
we will send you a copy by return mail. 

The timing is going to be close, but 
we have reason to believe that we can 
win the next round if each of you will 
pitch in and help. There is a good 
chance that Governor Deukmejian 
will support the bill if we can get it 
approved by the Senate and Assem- 
bly. Keep this in mind: If we sit back 
and let the Legislature do this to us, 
then-we might as well sell our bikes 
and take up needlepoint or posey- 
sniffing. If they find out that they can 
do it to us on this issue, then it is just 
a matter of time until we are out- 
lawed everywhere. 

On the other hand, if we all pitch 
in and work together on this one, 
they will see just how strong we are 
and leave us alone, which is exactly 
what we all want, isn’t it? The ball is 
in your court! Are you going to be

me: * L Kawasaki KX250 This new mean 
jes as Fo i Team Green machine hasn’t been 
given any special works label, but the 
bike has been completely updated for 
83. Team Kawasaki reps didn’t give 
out much info on the new machine, 
but they did mention that the suspen- 
sion is radically different from the ’83 
production bike. Water-cooling has 
replaced last year’s air-cooled version. 
New styling is bold, with red works 
seats which carry the “SR” factory 
designation. Like the other factory 
bikes, the KX weighs in at 216 pounds 
and uses few titanium parts. It has a 
five-speed transmission “plus over- 
drive,” according to team coordinator 
Roy Turner. 


March 23, 1983 ŒA LAR 
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Yamaha OW68 After fielding air- 
cooled works bikes in '’82, Yamaha 
returned to water-cooling in ’83. The 
cooling system is basically the same 
as on Yamaha’s production models, 
but on the works bikes the coolant 
runs through the frame. Rear sus- 
pension utilizes an Ohlins shock, and 
the biggest difference between pro- 
duction bikes and the works coun- 
terpart is shock geometry—the works 
bikes put more power to the ground. 
The works bikes have a larger brake 
diameter front and rear than the pro- 
duction models. Weight is down in 
83, with the OW’s right at the 216 
pound limit. With less titanium used 
in ’83, Team Yamaha finds it much 
easier to stock works parts than in 82. 


Honda RC250 Basic changes with 
few radical twists were made when 
Honda crafted the ’83 RC250. The 
rear tail section can still be removed 
quickly with the release of three bolts 
for easy access to the rear shock. This 
year, the rear tail section is constructed 
of steel tubing instead of aluminum, 
so that, according to Honda reps, 
costs could be kept down. A fiberglass 
airbox sits in the rear section, and 
rear suspension is handled through a 
Showa shock. Pro-Link linkage is 
similar to last year. Longer radiators 
have provided extra cooling for the 
works engine which is up on horse- 
power in ’83. With the AMA weight 
limit at 216 pounds, little titanium is 
used because trimming weight is not 
a problem. Note the hydraulic disc 
rear brake. 


Suzuki RH83 At the 216 pound weight 
limit, only four pieces of titanium are 
used on the Suzuki RH — at the tri- 
ple clamps. The bike uses some of the 
same linkage as last year, but the 
shock has been set lower for a better 
center of gravity. The new RH has 
altered cylinder placement, the 
exhaust ports are located off the left 
side of the cylinder instead of cen- 
tered off the front. There are two ver- 
sions of the RH. Mark Barnett and 
Scott Burnworth are using the model 
with the air filter located where the 
gas tank used to be (fuel is actually > 
contained below the “tank”). Alan 
King is riding a hand-crafted version 
which is 10 percent larger than the

With 
half the race gone, Robinson had got- 
ten around him and began to ride 
Billett’s rear fender. 

Robinson’s three-year lay-off hadn't 
deadened his racing skills any. He 
quickly took over second and was 
within striking range of Belluzzi on 
the white flag lap. 

Robinson began to slack off the 
pace. He didn’t realize Belluzzi was 
slacking off too. “I was really tired, I 
could barely see the track,” he admit- 
ted after the win.

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Dillon speeds to 
Sand City win

Ron Dillon, powered his Hall- 
man/Dillon Cycle/Hi-Point/ 
Yamaha support YZ-490 to the 
front, and was never headed as 
he took first overall honors in the 
Desert Rats Sand City 100. Finishing 
second, was another local rider, Dan 
Muller on a new 495 KTM. 

This was the first Idaho desert 
event of the year, and the Desert Rats 
wanted a good location. They found 
it, in a secluded area nick-named

were no rocks, a rare commodity 
indeed in Idaho, and the Rats were 
duly rewarded with 109 riders. Eve- 
ryone was pumped right up until the 
rider’s meeting, when the main prob- 
lem of the day reared its head; rain, 
lots of rain. As the meeting ended, the 
racers glumly pushed their mounts to 
the starting line, amidst rain, wind, 
lightning, and tornados. 

When the start banner dropped, 
another factor surfaced — horse- 
power! With so much sandy terrain, 
and wet ground to boot, the 50-plus 
horsepower Open bikes were in 
heaven. Front runners over the smoke- 
bomb hill included Dillon, Curt 
Harpham (490 Maico) and Muller. 
As the riders began to string out, the 
visibility deteriorated even more with 
snowflakes the size of silver dollars, 
and a strong, nasty northern wind. 

At the end of the first lap, the order 
remained Dillon, Harpham and 
Muller, but a screaming pack of 250s, 
including Bob Carlberg (Hus), 
Howard Pickett (Yam), and Dan Lees 
(Hus) were close behind. Oregon star, 
Bill Dowers, had moved his 500 Husky 
upas well after suffering from a poor 
start and brother Mark Dowers was 
running in the top 10 with his trusty 
1979 250 Husky. 

About midway through the second 
lap, the weather cleared up and the 
racers could concentrate on racing. 
Dillon hooked up and held the lead 
to the finish. Harpham’s mount threw 
a chain and he DNF, leaving second 
overall to Muller. Pickett finally 
fought past the Huskys of Lees, Carl- 
berg, and the Dowers boys to finish 
third overall, first 250.

Harley speaks back 


In response to some of the recent 
letters concerning Harley-Davidson ’s 
actions, let me offer this food for 
thought. 

Some have stated in your letter’s 
column that the motorcycle glut is 
really the result of the worldwide 
recession. True. But does a recession 
give the Japanese manufacturers the 
right to maintain production as if 
there were no recession? All respon- 
sible businesses (Harley included) 
faced the fact that sales were falling, 
and cut production accordingly. Not 
so with the Japanese manufacturers, 
who actually increased production in 
the face of a falling market. Could it 
have something to do with lifetime 
employment policies? 

The result is likely to be an all out 
price war, and a price war is a price 
war, regardless of the cause. A price 
war is likely to cause devastation 
among the Japanese brand dealers in 
this country, who aré already operat- 
ing on paper-thin margins. 

The consumer should realize, too, 
that he’s only a customer until he has 
bought the motorcycle. At that point, 
he becomes an investor who loses 
money every time a new motorcycle 
sells for less than what he paid for it. 
Resale values are undermined and 
the real cost of ownership skyrockets. 

Another theme of the letters deals 
with Harley-Davidson’s product of- 
ferings. Some suggest that Harley is 
in the Dark Ages in this area. Let me 
suggest that some of the letter writers 
are in the Dark Ages when it comes to 
knowledge of Harley products. Most 
of the component systems on our 
products — frames, brakes, electrics, 
ignition, transmissions — have been 
completely redesigned in the last five 
years. The V-twin engine has been 
steadily improved and will soon show 
even more dramatice changes. Perhaps 
the letter writers should read the road 
tests from the past couple of years, 
including the FLT test in Cycle News 
that “only” gave the motorcycle a 
score of 99 out of 100 — just one point 
shy of perfect. I would suggest it’s 
time to take off the blinders and look 
at Harley-Davidson products as they 
exist today, instead of simply dusting 
off all the old myths. 

Pricing’ s another topic Harley has 
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always offered premium-priced vehi- 
cles and quite frankly, we always 
will. However, the price difference 
between Harley and the Japanese has 
been growing in recent years, and it’s 
because the Japanese appear to have 
been suppressing their prices. Their 
motorcycle prices have increased only 
40 percent since 1977, compared with 
80 percent for Japanese autos. That 


fi certainly Suggests price suppression, 


since production cost increases for 
the two industries should be about 
the same. Japanese motorcycle price 
increases compare with a 52 percent 
increase in the Japanese overall pro- 
ducer price index during the same 
period. Meanwhile, Harley’s prices 
have gone up about 60 percent since 
1977 — almost exactly the same as the 
consumer price index in this country. 
We seek a return to a more realistic, 
non-suppressed pricing structure by 
the Japanese. 


So Harley-Davidson took action 
for a couple of reasons. The first, was 
to call attention and get something 
done about the 18-month inventory 
overhang in this country. And per- 
haps more importantly, we took ac- 
tion to protect the vast investments 
Harley-Davidson has made in manu- 
facturing, quality and new produc- 
tion development. We are currently 
in the middle of a complete revamp- 
ing of our manufacturing systems 
that, when fully in place, will put us 
on equal footing with anything found 
in Japan for efficiency. We have 
already spent millions on new prod- 
ucts for the market, which are, in 
essence, ready to go but for the reve- 
nues needed to produce them. We 
have made unprecedented commit- 
ments to product quality that have 
brought about dramatic improve- 
ments in this area as well. 

In short, we have done everything 
that an individual company, operat- 
ing under U.S. laws and with the 
resources available to a private com- 
pany, could do to become more com- 
petitive. Completion of our competi- 
tiveness program and revitalization 
is near. Yet, the massive inventory 
buildup, with the fire sales that were 
sure to result, threatened to destroy 
everything. 

The International Trade Commis- 
sion apparently agrees with the threat 
we see. In making an affirmative rul- 











ing on an “Escape Clause” case (Sec- 
tion 201 of The 1974 Trade Act, 
under which Harley filed its petition, 
is known as the Escape Clause) the 
ITC by statute must determine that 
three conditions are met: 1) that im- 
ports are increasing, either absolutely 
or relative to the market; 2) that the 
domestic industry is faced with the 
threat of serious injury; and 3) that 
the imports are the prime cause of the 
jury threat. 

I should note that the U.S. “Escape 
Clause” law was adopted to bring 
our trade laws into compliance with 
the trade statutes of the General 
Agreements on Trade and Tariffs 
(GATT). It might surprise some to 
learn that an “Escape Clause” mech- 
anism is an internationally recog- 
nized tool for the fostering programs 
to make a national economy more 
competitive. In fact, the U.S. law is 
much tougher than the GATT “Es- 
cape Clause,” meaning it’s much 
more difficult to obtain relief in this 
country than it would be in countries 
that strictly follow the GATT guide- 
line. 

The fact that the ITC found those 
conditions to exist and then recom- 
mended substantial temporary tariffs 
as necessary remedy, only highlights 
the seriousness of the inventory threat 
and the absolute ludicrousness of the 
Japanese manufacturers’ inventory 
policies. 

Speaking of those tariffs, they have 
caused much unnecessary alarm in 
the industry when there is really little 
need for much concern — except of 
course by the Japanese manufactur- 
ers. Here’s why. 

With the current inventory of im- 
ported heavyweights in this country, 
the Japanese wouldn’t have to import 
another motorcycle for the next 18 
months and they’d still have plenty 
to sell. That’s why the ITC recom- 
mended stiff tariffs the first two years, 
with rapidly decreasing amounts 
thereafter. The Commission stated 
that the 45 and 35 percent tariff 
increases the first two years would 
discourage imports during that period 
and would encourage importers to 
sell from existing inventory. Import 
dealers thus would be relieved of the 
pressure of oversupply and would no 
longer need to sell at rock-bottom 
discount prices simply to reduce that 
inventory. Ironically, Harley-David- 
son’s actions could mean that import 
brands dealers could sell products for 
something resembling a respectable 
return on investment. 

The rates for the last three years 
(20, 15 and 10 percent) were recom- 
mended to allow remaining invento- 
ries to decline to historical levels and 
assure that Harley-Davidson would 
be able to complete its import adjust- 
ment programs, which are critical to 
the company’s long-term health. 
Thus, as inventories get back to his- 
toric levels, tariffs on new imports 
fall dramatically. It’s beautiful in its 
simplicity. 


Commission Chairman Alfred 
Eckes calculates that the first-year 45 
percent tariff rate increase would re- 
sult in a retail price increase of only 
10 percent. That would probably 
start to reflect real-world pricing, 
instead of the suppressed pricing we 
have been seeing in recent years. 

Asaresult, motorcycle dealers have 
more than enough motorcycles avail- 
able at non-tariff prices. Because of 
the laws of supply and demand, they 
do not have to sell them off at thin or 
nonexistent margins to get them out 
of inventory. Harley-Davidson avoids 
the devastating blows of an all-out 
fire sale which it cannot afford to 
combat. The consumer feels only 
minimal price impact. There is long 
term stability in a market that has 
more competition, not less. And at

long last, the Japanese manufactur- 
ers are made to understand that they 
cannot operate oblivious to the reali- 
ties of the U.S. market. (Not every 
man, woman and child in the U.S. 
wants to buy a motorcycle.) 

Beyond our concerns over the im- 
mediate problem of inventory, we 
also took action as a matter or prin- 
ciple. Harley-Davidson believes in 
free competition, as long as it’s also 
fair competition. We do not consider 
directed Japanese industry/govern- 
ment efforts competing with indi- 
vidual American companies to be fair 
competition. We do not consider sup- 
pressed prices to be fair competition. 
We do not consider the targeting and 
copying of Harley-Davidson design, 
advertising and marketing approaches 
to be honorable competition. And we 
do not consider price wars, with the 
intent of total market domination at 
any cost, to be fair competition. 

In an environment such as this, we 
are thankful that Congress saw fit to 
enact trade laws we can turn to as a 
last resort. Section 201 of the 1974 
Trade Act was enacted to allow viable 
American companies, which have 
taken all appropriate action of their 
own to become competitive, to obtain 
the temporary breathing space to 
adjust to precisely the kind of import 
competition we face, when all else 
fails. Congress has recognized that in 
certain situations, companies deserve 
the right to finish up the aggressive 
competitiveness programs they've 
started — through temporary protec- 
tion — if the competitive situation 
warrants it. The Japanese govern- 
ment certainly gives every competi- 
tive advantage it can to its select 
industries. The law under which 
Harley-Davidson took action is one 
of the few such government options 
available to us. It’s a legitimate law 
and we chose to pursue action under 
it.

CORVA on SB156 


The California Off Road Vehicle 
Association (CORVA) is proud to be 
playing a part in pushing the OHV 
Fund repayment bill, SB156, through 
the California Legislature. As told in 
the March 9 issue of Cycle News, the 
bill failed to pass the Senate Finance 
Committee on a 5-5 vote. CORVA 
felt that, if the State’s OHV programs 
were going to survive, this bill must 
pass, so CORVA decided to pull out 
all the stops, and “go for it” — no 
matter what the cost — to see this bill 
through if we could. 

Our first step was to hire CORVA’s 
former-vice-president-turned-lobbyist 
Bob Ham to represent us in Sacra- 
mento. Professional lobbyists don’t 
come cheap, especially if they’re good. 
Bob is good, and with the help of 
Russ Sanford of M.O.R.E., “‘button- 
holed” every member of the Senate 
Finance committee to convince them 
of the importance of passing this bill, 
and pushed the governor’s office hard 
for a reconsideration of SB156. The 
outcome? The bill was reconsidered, 
and passed the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee on an 11-0 vote. 

So the repayment bill is still alive, 
but the battle is far from over. We feel 
fortunate that our efforts have given 
us another chance to regain the $21.5 
million stolen from the OHV fund, 
but we cannot do it without your 
help. As Russ Sanford has pointed 
out, the need for individual action is 
real. Every state senator should hear 
from his or her constituents: (that 


means you) with the message that 
SB156 should be passed. We are, of 
course, hoping you will join us in 
continuing our lobbying efforts, and 
in participating in the planning and 
implementation of off-road recrea- 
tion programs of the State, the BLM, 
and the U.S. Forest Service. CORVA 
is seeking members who know the 
time for “letting someone else do it” 
has passed, and who want to help us 
help all off-roaders in fighting for 
their rights.

David Aldana, sporting enough 
screws, pins and plates his Téft femur/ 
hip/pelvis area to set airport metal 
detectors clanging, rounded out the 
top five. Aldana was aboard the Paul 
Dahmen/Daytona Budweiser TZ750 
entry. 

Roberts was genuinely overjoyed 
at winning. On the white flag lap, he 
flashed the V-for-victory sign to corner 
workers. On the cool-off lap, Roberts 
pulled wheelies in the infield, waved 
to the fans and accepted their cheers 
in return. It was a very popular vic- 
tory and Roberts hedged when asked 
if this was really his last racing appear- 
ance at Daytona. 

Roberts ran the 52 laps at an average 
speed of 110.926 mph to set a new 
Daytona 200 record as last year’s 
winner, Graeme Crosby, had his 
109.103 mark bounced from the record 
books. 

The heartbreak story of the event 
had to be that of Thad Wolff. He was 
running in fourth on the Team 
Escargot Suzuki 1000cc four-stroke 
on lap 48 of the 52 lap race when the 
engine gave up. Wolff coasted to a 
stop in the infield and sat pounding 
the gas tank in frustration. 

Frustration was also the word in 
the Honda pits as Ron Haslam (blown 
engine), Freddie Spencer (transmis- 
sion troubles), and Mike Baldwin 
(clutch problems) all DNF to effec- 
tively blunt three tines of Honda’s 
four pronged attack at ending Yama- 
ha’s domination of the Daytona 200 
which dates from 1972. 


Qualifying 

Heavy rains on Monday of Cycle 
Week completely washed out any 
practice sessions. Things cleared a bit 
on Tuesday and most riders got in a 
bit of track time. 

The biggest speculation in the pits 
was about the engine size of the fac- 
tory team Yamahas. “We can’t run 
them in a GP,” was Yamaha’s Kel 
Carruthers reply to the question of 
displacement. Guesses ranged up to 
680cc, although 640cc was the figure 
most mentioned. 

The 500cc GP mounts of Honda’s 
Spencer and Haslam also came into 
discussion, but reliable sources indi- 
cated that 540cc was the largest they 
could go and that would have required 
special castings to make the heads. As 
they did last year, Honda kept every- 
thing under wraps unless it was on 
the track. 

This was to be the first 200 since 
1979 in-which the Yamaha TZ750 
would run without carburetor intake 
restrictors. A lot of last year’s Super- 
bike entries turned up in Formula 
One clothing as the change in dis- 
placement in the Superbike class from 
1,025cc to 750cc left owners with a 
park it or race in Formula One choice. 

Dunlop, Goodyear and Michelin 
were all present with tires, with Dun- 
lop supporting only Roberts and 
Lawson. Mike Baldwin, of Honda, 
was on Goodyear, while the rest of 
the Honda factory bikes were Michelin 
shod. Wes Cooley, Kawasaki's only 
rider in Formula One, was using 
Goodyear. 

Everyone put on their race face for 
the first qualifying session for the 80 
rider field on Thursday. The quali- 
fying was divided into three 40-minute 
practice segments with each rider 
required to run at least five laps in his 
assigned session. The rider’s fastest 
lap counted. The 20 fastest riders 
were guaranteed their positions in 
the first four rows of the grid. 

Roberts and Lawson were in the 
first segment and stayed together

throughout much of it. In past years, 
Roberts has been content to turn six 
laps and then watch and wait. Here, 
he felt a bit of pressure. 

Many felt the two minute mark in 
qualifying would be broken and 
Roberts would be the one to do it. He 
didn’t disappoint anyone. He turned 
in a 1 minute, 59.751 second run at 
116.341 mph to erase the 2:00.435/ 
115.681 qualifying record set by 
Freddie Spencer in 1981. Roberts noted 
he was “happy to be the first rider to 
break the twos.” 

Lawson and Spencer also broke 
Spencer's old record, but neither timed 
under two minutes. Haslam and 
Baldwin filled out the top five. 


The entry was lacking some top 
names from past events. Last year’s 
winner, Graeme Crosby was not on 
hand and will ride in only selected 
races this season. Two-time Daytona 
200 winner Dale Singleton has gone 
from two wheels to four in his racing, 
but was on hand to do color commen- 
tary for the television broadcast of the 
race. 

Wayne Rainey, who rode both 
Formula Oneand Superbike for Kawa- 
saki last year, has turned his efforts 
strictly to Superbike this season. “His 
contract initially called for him to 
ride both,” said Kawasaki’s Gary 
Mathers. “We sat down, had a talk 
and decided a 100% effort toward the 
Superbike Championship was the 
best.” 

Foreign entries were also down 
considerably. 


The 200 

The front row of the grid, with the 
exception of Baldwin’s growling 
Honda FWS four-stroke, featured the 
GP-based two-stroke machines. of 
Roberts, Lawson, Spencer and Has- 
lam. Wise, on another Honda FWS, 
held the pit-side pole in row two with 
Wes Cooley, on a 1000cc Kawasaki 
four-stroke, and the Yamaha TZ750s 
of Aldana, Nick Richichi and Steve 
Baron rounding out the first 10 
starters. 

The normal five minute count- 
down to the start was stretched to 
seven to allow riders a warm-up lap 
to warm up their tires. 

The first of three waves in the 80 
rider field was led off the line by 





Baldwin with Haslam, Spencer, 
Roberts, Lawson and Cooley in tow. 
Baldwin pulled a surprising gap over 
his pursuers and was in command.at 
the end of the first of 52 laps on the 
3.84 mile combined oval/road course, 

As Baldwin blasted past the start/ 
finish line at the end of lap two, lap- 
ping the first of many backmarkers 
the leaders would have to contend 
with throughout the race, Spencer 
made an unscheduled pit stop to have 
a part of his face shield taped wherea 
snap had broken, and took on some 
gas as well. 

Jimmy Adamo, who had qualified 
the Team Leoni/Sure-Fire Ducati 
Pantah, a 600cc twin, in 30th, had the 
engine break before he completed a 
lap. 

Wes Cooley went down and out on 
lap two when he blew an engine exit- 
ing the turn two banking onto the 
high-speed backstraight. “I saw pieces 
of metal flying past my helmet,” said 
Cooley afterwards. “I pulled the clutch 
in and got the bike down onto the 
track apron, but there was oil all over 
the rear tire and I couldn’t keep it up. 
The bike went sideways and I was 
highsided. I’ve got a clean break in 
my right collarbone. 

Baldwin led the third lap past the 
scorers and it was on this one that 
Roberts made his unscheduled stop. 
He was pointing to the rear tire as he 
pulled into the pits and, once stopped, 
got off the bike and examined it as 
did the Dunlop tire technician, who 
said it was OK. 

“I got sideways really bad in the 
turn two banking and it scared the 
hell out of me,” said Roberts later. “‘I 
thought I had blistered a tire. I was 
going relatively slow because I had 
been told to give the tires a few laps to 
heat up. I felt it was better to come in 
and check the tire rather than risk 
crashing. When I found out there 
wasn’tany problem, I got mad because 
I could have stayed out there. In any 
case, things still worked out.” 


The pit stop cost Roberts 19 seconds, 
dropped him way back among the 
slower traffic, and made him alter his 
pre-race strategy. “I planned to let 
Baldwin and Spencer run away with 
the early part of the race,” said Roberts. 
“Eddie and I wanted to save our tires 
for the last part of the race after the 
second gas stop and turn it on. The 
pit stop blew those plans.” 


Lawson had moved into the lead 
on lap four and from there until the 
checkered flag it would be the black 
and gold colors of Lawson then 
Roberts out front all the way. Bald- 
win, Haslam and Wise followed 
Lawson across the line with an on- 
the-move Spencer, Wolff, Aldana, 
Richichi, Gervais and Fred Merkel 
behind. 

Roberts had a great deal of real es- 
tate to make up just to get the leaders 
in sight and he began his charge 
immediately as he sliced through 
traffic deftly. “The improved power- 
band of the re-worked engine allowed 
me the option, when I needed it, to 
roll off the throttle and wait a moment 
or two before getting back on the gas 
to go around a slower rider. I had to 
downshift last year.” 

From about 18th on the fifth lap, 
Roberts steadily moved up and was 
in sixth on lap 10, turning laps two 
and three seconds faster than the lead 
five riders. He set his sights on Spencer 
in fifth and moved past on lap 13. 
The two began a four lap battle 
which ended only when each pitted 
for gas. 

Wise was the first rider in for gas 








on lap 15. His rear tire was checked 
and the Honda crew had another 
ready should they need to make a 
change. In quick succession, the rest 
of the field started heading into the 
pits to fuel up. Both the Honda and 
Yamaha crews checked tires. 

Aldana ran into a bit of frustration 
in his pit stop as fuel sloshed over his 
tank and onto the windscreen. “I had 
to ride the rest of the race with my 
head above the fairing and that’s not 
the way to do your best,” said Aldana. 

Roberts grabbed the lead coming 
off the turn two banking on lap 19 
from Lawson to begin a 10 lap ride 
out front. Spencer held third ahead of 
Baldwin, Wise, Wolff, Aldana and 
Kurt Lentz, who was making his first 
appearance among the frontrunners. 

A good battle ensued between 
Roberts, Lawson and Spencer as the 
three played freight-train through 
the infield and on the oval. Ron Has- 
lam was the first retiree of the Honda 
camp. His mount coughed up an 
engine and left the English rider to 
spectate from the pits on lap 21. 

Spencer was the next Honda rider 
to hit bad luck. He parked his bike on 
lap 25. Earlier in the week his trans- 
mission had been replaced because of 
balky shifting. “We thought we solved 
the problem by changing the trans- 
mission,” said Spencer on his walk 
from the pits to the Honda encamp- 
ment. “The second transmission did 
like the first and didn’t want to shift 
after awhile. The race was fun while 
it lasted.” 

Roberts continued to lead through 
lap 30 with Lawson right on his rear 
tire in a ballet-style display of how to 
move through slower traffic with 
grace and ease. 

Lawson took the lead on laps 31 
and 32 with Roberts back in front on 
lap 33 and Lawson in charge again 
on lap 34. Roberts was in and out for 
gas on lap 34 with Lawson and 
Baldwin in a lap later. Wise pitted on 
lap 36. Gervais was also in on lap 36 
and had gas splashed on his wind- 
screen as well as bogging the engine. 
He was running in the top five. 


Roberts was in command from lap 
36 to the finish. Lawson began to 
slow in the infield on lap 38 and then 
headed to the pits where the Yamaha 
crew had a chance to make the only 
tire change of the day. “There was a 
little hole in the tire like that from 
running over a nail,” said Yamaha’s 
Ken Clark. “Eddie was in and out in 
just a bit over one minute.” Actually 
it was one minute and 13 seconds, but 
that still seemed quick enough for 
him to hold onto second ahead of 
Wise. 

Behind Wise came Baldwin, Wolff 
and Aldana. The rest of the field was 
rather jumbled up. Roberts, Lawson 
and Wise lapped their way at least 
once through the rest of the field. 

Baldwin was one of the last of the 
pre-race favorites to retire and there 
were more long faces in the Honda 
pits. “The clutch started slipping 
very early in the race and then finally 
totally went away,” said Baldwin. He 
was out on lap 41. 

Roberto Pietri, the third place fin- 
isher last year for Honda, who is rid- 
ing for Vance & Hines Racing in 
Formula One this season, had parked 
his bike three laps earlier. “I had a 
problem with a broken section on the 
lower part of the fairing early and 
some other things also. Finally, the 
engine got slower and slower and I 
called it a day.” 

There was one more bit of drama to 
unfold among the front-runners 





before they took the checkered flag. 
“It was the best race I’ve ridden and 
the strongest bike I’ve ever had,” said 
Wolff after his engine blew on lap 46 
while he was running fourth. “Irs 
heartbreaking to go that far and have 
it all go away.” 

With Wolff out, Gervais moved 
into fourth and Aldana into fifth 
behind Roberts, Lawson and Wise. 
The final finishing order was set. 

Roberts played to the crowd on the 
final two laps and they loved it, salut- 
ing him around the track. 

Wise, who finished seventh last 
year in the 200, was pleased with his 
showing. “I thought I would try to 
keep up with the leaders in the open- 
ing laps, but I got sideways a couple 
of times and decided to back off and 
finish up there. I got so sideways one 
time, I thought my heart was going 
to stop.” 

“T’m never happy about finishing 
second,” said Lawson. “It was a good 
race and without my tire problem 
there might just have been a different 
outcome.” 

Roberts was all smiles. He had 
won Daytona in 1978 from the pole 
and then went to Europe to win his 
first of three 500cc World Champion- 
ships. He plans to retire from GP 
racing at the end of this season and 
would like to add a fourth title to his 
list. 

Perhaps, Buster Roberts, Kenny's 
father summed it up best. He put his 
arm around Kenny and said to a 
group of well-wishers, “My son is 
still the greatest.”

Spencer scoots as V-4s 
dominate

‘Teammates Freddie Spencer and Mike Bald- 
win dominated the Bell Superbike 100, pull- 
ing away from the field from the beginning of 
the race on their Honda Interceptor-based 750 


Superbikes. Baldwin led the 
first half of the race around the 
Daytona International Speed- 
way road course, but a leaking 
gas cap forced him to ease off as 
Spencer took the win for the second 
year in a row. 

Honda Support rider Dave Aldana 
finished third as Kawasaki's Wayne 
Rainey broke the Honda string with 
a fourth place. Another Honda Sup- 
port rider, John Bettencourt, rounded 
out the top five. 

This was the first race run under 
new AMA rules for the Superbike 


class. Four-cylinder engines are now 
limited to 750cc, while twin-cylinder 
machines can go as high as 1000cc. 
Hondas dominated as far as speed, 
taking the top five qualifying posi- 
tions and four out of the top five in 
the race. 
Qualifying 

The three factory Hondas were the 
quickest in timed qualifying, with 
Baldwin earning the pole via a 
2:08.059 lap. Spencer was second with 
a 2:09.382, and sophomore road racer 
Steve Wise was third with a 2:10.421. 
Honda Support riders Fred Merkel 
and Aldana. rounded out the front 





row. 

Kawasaki teammates Wayne Rai- 
ney and Wes Cooley were flanking 
the outsides of row two, with Jimmy 
Adamo qualifying seventh fastest on 
the Reno Leoni Ducati, less than a 
hundredth of a second behind Rai- 
ney. Honda Support riders Roberto 
Pietri and Sam McDonald also occu- 
pied positions on the second row. 

The slowest official time on the 
grid charts for a qualifying position 
(only 67 riders were entered and at- 
tempted to qualify) was a 2:53.251. 
Final 

Aldana was first out of the hole as 
the pack stormed down the pit 
straight, but Baldwin and Spencer 
were first to the turn, with Rainey 
tucking in behind Aldana for fourth. 
Wise found his day over unusually 
soon as his chain derailed and he 
coasted to a stop in the first corner. 
Meanwhile, as the leaders left the 
infield and got onto the banking, 
Spencer made a move and overtook 
Baldwin going down the backstraight. 





Spencer led Baldwin by the tiniest 
of margins as they flashed across the 
finish line for the first time. Aldana 
was third, followed by Rainey, Pietri, 
Cooley, McDonald, Merkel, Adamo, 
Bettencourt, and Ducati-mounted 
Joey Mills. 

Spencer led the next two laps as 
Pietri and Cooley were involved in an 
interesting scrap. Cooley, on the slow- 
er Kawasaki, would overtake Pietri 
on the infield, but once on the banks 
and straightaways, Pietri would make 
the pass right back. 

On the fourth lap, Baldwin re- 
gained the lead. The two front runners 
had pulled well away from the battle 
for third between Aldana and Rai- 
ney. Pietri and Cooley were not far 
behind, leading Merkel, Adamo and 
McDonald. 

On the next lap, both Cooley and 
McDonald were out of the race. Coo- 
ley’s machine lost the nut on the 
clutch hub, while McDonald came 
into the Honda pits with a dropped 
valve, and the bike was later wheeled

away. 

After Rainey put his green machine 
in front of Aldana, things were stable 
for the sixth and seventh laps, al- 
though Merkel and Pietri were begin- 
ning to have their own fight over 
fifth. 

At the end of the seventh lap, Pietri 
and Merkel went by the finish line 
side by side. But when they hit the 
first corner, disaster struck. 

“We passed a lapped rider, and he 
tried to pass me back. It took both of 
us down,” said Merkel. Pietri ex- 
plained, “Aldana made it through, 
but when the rider saw Merkel’s front 
wheel, he shut the door like I couldn't 
believe. Fred did the best he could, 
but we both ended up in the bushes.” 
Neither Merkel or Pietri was seriously 
injured, but both were out of the race. 

On the ninth lap, Aldana returned 
to the top three, putting Rainey down 
to fourth on the front straight. 

Atthe halfway point, Baldwin and 
Spencer were well clear of Aldana 
and Rainey, who.in turn, had a huge 
margin on fifth-place Bettencourt. 
Bettencourt was the last rider on the 





same lap with the leaders. 

Joey Mills, who, moments before 
the race, had won the Expert Modi- 
fied class of the Battle of the Twins, 
was holding down sixth on his Ducati 
with a fine ride. 

A few laps after the crossed flags 
came the pit stops. Rainey was the 
first of the leaders to pit, and he did so 
without losing a position. Spencer 
was the next in, and he was out before 
Aldana could catch up. In a very 
quick pit on the next lap, Baldwin 
took on fuel and took off before 
Spencer made it around the first turn. 

Suddenly, however, Spencer was in 
the lead and opening it up. Baldwin, 
although not obviously slowed, was 
having troubles. “The fuel coupling 
broke during the pit stop,” he ex- 
plained later. “So when I would 
come into a corner, gas would go all 
over the place. I had to back off just to 
conserve fuel and finish the race.”’ 

Spencer cracked open a 14-second 
lead on Baldwin by lap 20 of the 26- 
lap event. Aldana and Rainey were 
the only other riders on the same lap, 
and they were closing up to lap 





Bettencourt. 


Little happened in the final six 
laps and Spencer took the checkered 
flag with 15 seconds on Baldwin. 
Aldana and Rainey followed, with 
Bettencourt and Mills rounding out 
the top six. 

“Just like last year,” grinned 
Spencer in the winner’s circle.“Al- 
most a carbon copy. For some reason 
the throttle started sticking with about 
six laps to go, so I had to pull the 
clutch in and coast through the cor- 
ners. With two laps to go, it stopped. 
That’s the only scare I had.” 

While Baldwin was somewhat re- 
served, Aldana was showing a faceful 
of teeth, “I knew Rainey was going 
through the infield a little quicker, 
but I had the horsepower on him. I let 
him go through the infield and wear 
himself and the tires down, knowing 
I could catch up.” 

Rainey was philosophical. “They 
had the horsepower on us and we had 
to ride a little harder on the infield. 
Dave rode very well and consistently; 
I knew he could just follow me around 
the infield and pass me on'the'straight- 









away. With his kind of power, I'd do 
the same thing. I would like to thank 
Steve and Mark Johnson, who worked 
on my bikes every night until 12:30 to 
make sure they'd run.” 

Following Bettencourt, Mills fin- 
ished as the first twin-cylinder ma- 
chine. Following Jimmy Adamo’s 
retirement from the race on the sixth 
lap with a blown engine, Mills had 
the only Ducati among the front 
runners and he held on well. 

Seventh went to Coloradd’s Rick 
Orlando on a Suzuki, and he was 
trailed by Honda rider Lynn Miller, 
Kawasaki pilot Rueben McMurter and 
Honda-mounted Glenn Berry. Places 
seven through 10 completed 24 laps.

Neto surprises 
F-2 troops

When Randy Renfrow’s beautiful ride 
sputtered to a halt on the last lap 
when his gas ran out, Northern Ire- 
land’s Con Law was there to take 
third on an Erhlich, the only non- 
Yamaha to finish in the top 20. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
Neto said after the race, “We want to 
thank the people around here for 
their hospitality, because if we didn’t 
have the help, we wouldn’t be doing 
anything. We are very grateful.” Al- 
though an unknown to the American 
racing scene, Neto has posted top 10 
finishes in 250cc World Road Racing 
Championship rounds. 

Three five-lap heat races sorted out 
the positions on the grid, with Filice 
winning the fastest one to earn the 
pole on his Bud Aksland-tuned TZ. 
Renfrow, riding a Sure-Fire/Cycle 
Sport-sponsored Yamaha took the 
second fastest heat, and Don Greene 
took the other. 

With riders on the seven-minute 
clock for a warm-up lap before the

had troubles with his bike, and he 
and his crew were still working on it 
when the green flag dropped. Schmidt 
had qualified for the middle of row 
one, but wound up the day in the 
DNF ranks. 

When the green did wave, Sam 
McDonald nailed the throttle from 
his second-row start and had the lead 
coming out of turn one, Renfrow and 
Filice were right behind him. 

In turn two Clive Ng-A-Kien slid 
out, just as he had done in his heat 
race. Right behind him (they started 
75th and 76th) was Dave Busby, who 
had also fallen in the corner during a 
heat. This time Busby avoided any 
off-course activity. 

Filice took over first as the pack hit _ 
the west banking, and he led across 
the line with Neto having worked his 
way from a third-row start to second, 
ahead of Renfrow. 

Neto passed Filice on the second 
lap, and with 24 laps to go the order 
read: Neto, Filice, Renfrow, Russell 


_ Paulk, — Humble, MDonald. 
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Dave Emde and Don Greene. 

Immediately after taking the lead, 
Neto began putting one to two seconds 
a lap on Filice, who in turn was well 
up on Renfrow. Back in the pack, 
riders on the move included Con 
Law, Rusty Sharp, John Long, Rhys 
Howard and Busby. 

The fifth lap found little change in 
the order, but Renfrow and Paulk 
were warming the pavement with a 
battle over third. Sharp was up to 
fourth, with Humble, Greene and 
Law following. Long held eighth. 
McDonald’s bike had come to a stop 
im turn one on lap four, and McDon- 
ald was already back in the pits. 

By the 10th lap Neto had a 10- 
second margin on Filice. Renfrow 
still circulated in third with Paulk 
following. Law moved past Sharp to 
hold fifth with Humble seventh. 
Busby, working hard to overcome his 
third-wave, 76th position start, was 
already up to llth. | 

When the crossed flags were given 
to the riders on the 13th lap, Busby 
had climbed to seventh. Behind him 
were Howard, Humble, Long and 
Greene. 

From laps 13-26, Neto continued 
to ride smoothly and quickly, stretch- 
ing his lead to 17 seconds over Filice. 
He upped the average speed of the 
race from 99 mph on lap five to 100 
mph on lap 10 to 101.923 mph for the 
entire distance. Filice stayed steady in 
second, and it appeared that Renfrow 
had a lock on third. 

Law was working his way up, 
though. He climbed to fourth on lap 
19, and as he advanced, so did How- 
ard. Busby had gotten up behind 
Sharp in seventh, but could not con- 
tinue charging. His front brakes had 
begun malfunctioning on the 10th 
lap, and he had to back off. 

The final laps’ chance for an excit- 
ing finish seemed to line up with the 
battle for fourth, as Law and Howard 
were within drafting range of each 
other by the 24th lap. 

The drama of the final lap, how- 
ever, could not have been predicted. 
Neto and Filice took the checkered 
flag in first and second without inci- 
dent. When Renfrow’s turn came, he 
was nowhere to be seen. In a cruel 
blow after a good ride, he had run out 
of gas on the east banking. Despite 
having ridden nearly 100 miles, he 
still pushed the bike the remaining 
distance to finish 12th and earn him- 
self the cheers of the crowd. 

Thus, the Law/Howard battle was 
now for third, and the Erhlich pilot 
took it by a whisker at the flag. “I 
made a mistake,”’ said Howard later. 
“Tled him coming out of the chicane. 
Chalk it up to inexperience. 

Paulk took fifth, in spite of having 
changed to the wrong gearing just 
before the race and not being able to 
use sixth. Busby finished in the 
number six slot, followed by Sharp, 
Long, Humble and Greene. 

After the race Filice said, “The bike 
wouldn't shift under a load, so I was 
shifting at 11,500 rpm. Neto was rid- 
ing well, and there wasn’t too much I 
could do. I would like to thank Bud 
Aksland.” 

Law, who finished 38th here last 
year, said, “I really enjoyed it. We did 
well considering we didn’t have the 
motor fired up until we got here.” @
